Dear BRETHREN : 1. ADDRESS. 


In these days of general dissatisfaction, of lurking fears, of unrest, t 
and of groping after some cure-all to deliver us from ills present and Be 
imminent, the cry for reform and reconstruction is heard in State and 2 
Church, both this side the Atlantic and in the lands beyond. At bottom, ‘x 
it is a cry of sore distress; and to us, who interpret history in the light 
of the divine Word, it is plain that the desperate straits society at large 
finds itself in at present and all the world over, is, on the one hand, 
another confirmation of the Scripture saying, that “Righteousness ex- 
alteth a nation; but sin is a reproach to any people”; then on the other :. 
hand, an emphatic refutation of the old conceit, to-wit, that men and :, 
nations are sufficient unto themselves to order their lives and to work cf 
out their own destiny; and hence have no need of any other and higher 3g 
help to secure their well-being. =. 

Meanwhile, worldly-wise leaders in. the affairs of State, as they face Ss, 
the chaotic and turbulent condition, find themselves completely at. their 
wits’ end. Blind to past follies, they continue their vain search for some re 
herbs or mollifying plasters that might heal the sores which afflict the 
nations of our day. All in vain, I say, unless some heed be given to 
the Word of the Lord which healeth all things— and would heal our 
present universal distress, which, by the way is but a precursor strongly 
monitory of that greater distress our Savior has predicted as attending 
His-coming to judge the world. 

However, we are not come together here to enquire into and dis- 
cuss the cause and character of the ills which beset all humanity, except 
in so far as they affect the affairs of our Lord and His Church, and more | 
particularly, our own part and place in it. By dutifully attending to > 
the citizenship in this higher kingdom, it will be found that in the end, 
it is the best service men can render as citizens of the lower. 

And now, Brethren, am I mistaken when I say, that during the past 
eventful years we have been as profoundly interested im occurrences 
abroad as we have been in our own affairs? and that we have followed "he 
with ever deepening anxiety the things which might befall especially our e 
kindred in the faith as the horrid world-war and demoniac mob-rule 
swept from place to place, massacring, raping and demolishing and burn- 
ing, whatever was found in their way? And now as the sound of death- 
dealing guns is slowly dying away, and the clouds from smoldering fields 
and forest, churches and school-houses are rising skyward to bear witness 
before God to the atrocities perpetrated: what do we learn? Scores of 
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faithful pastors murdered; hundreds rendered homeless and driven into 
exile; thousands of people, and among these our spiritual kindred, 
wickedly slain, or maimed and robbed to the skin; and millions starved 
to death; and as«many more still famishing for lack of life’s barest 
needs! And these blood-curdling crimes and cruelties taking place under 
cover of present-day civilization and in ostensibly Christian lands — 
think of it! 

In view of these soul-harrowing trials suffered and being suffered 
by Christians abroad, how light, how very light have been and are our 
own afflictions. True, not a few of our families have been sorely affected 
by the casualties of this the most senseless and wicked of all wars; 
but as congregations and as a synod, we have been mercifully preserved 
against great harm. 

With the exception of a few of our pastors who so far forgot hen 
selves as to give expression from the pulpit to racial prejudices or to 
partisan proclivities, the great body of our ministers have been found 
faithful to their calling, to know nothing but Christ and Him crucified; 
and in strict obedience thereto they have confined themselves to the 
preaching of the Word. ‘ 

But though as a body we' have nothing to reconstruct or rehabilitate 
in consequence of the war, not a few of our pastors and congregations 
have been, and are being, forced to readjust themselves in their preach- 
ing and teaching in order to conform to the senseless craze directed 
against the use of any but the English language. This I consider to be 
a very serious matter, and both from a civic, economic and cultural as 
well as from a religious point of view. Wherefore you will pardon the 
digression if I here pay my respects to the propagandists of this tyrannical 
movement, a movement by the way which is more than winked at in 
places if not within yet near our own doors. 

There is in this good land of ours a fellow, let me say, Jinks by 
name, and one not necessarily born and bred in Boston, for his kith 
is legion. A specimen of humanity who in his little soul is as cowardly 
and curious as a bonnie, but who when supported by a mob at his back 
becomes a veritable knight-errant in anything by which he may acquire 
a small measure of cheap popularity. As occasion serves, he will prate 
about the common brotherhood of man, and then turn about and speak 
of those he considers inferior to himself or are alien to his blood, as 
niggers, say, or as Dagos, Huns, Polacks, Dutch, Gringos and Greasers, 
Japs and Johnies, or any other by-name insolent ignorance or slang 


have supplied him with. And this is the loud-mouthed compatriot who’ 


has harried and hounded some of our pastors and people inthe most 
contemptible way, and for no other reason than that they are of foreign 
extraction, minister and have ministered to them the bread of life in 
a language native to them, or it may be, that they have used their God- 
given right to maintain parish schools in which some German or other 
foreign language was taught. . 

And now who would think that entire state legislatures espouse the 
cause of this idiotic infatuation and impress their seal upon it by for-

bidding the use of any but the English language in primary schools, pub- 
lic or private? Is it really in the interest of our country’s industry, 
culture, and civilization to bind its citizens down to the use of one 
tongue? I trow not! and I predict that the day will come, and before 
long, when the people in this, “the land of the free, and the home of 
the brave,” will see and deplore their blundering, and redeem themselves ‘ 
before nations in whose eyes our Jinks together with their henchmen or ~ 
heelers have debased us. In the mean time I would counsel all who 
suffer at their hands to exercise patience, and rather endure than do 
what is or may be interpreted as wrong.

Aside from the provoking disturbances made mention of, and which y 
have sorely afflicted a considerable part of our membership, it can not - 
be said that the disorders growing out of “a state of war” in this coun- ‘ 
try have in any way seriously affected us as a body, be it for better or Ss 
worse. And so it might be in place here to enquire whether in general a 
we have preserved and added strength to our integrity as a conservative ; 
Lutheran body. In answer to this I might revert to the symptomatic ten- 3 
dencies toward ultraism on the one hand and toward liberalism on the ; 
other and to which I called your attention at-our last convention; but I es 
shall refrain, though indications of those aberrations aré still observable ? 
here and there. 


However, a third evil then and there discussed, I cannot pass by 
without an additional word of regret and censure. I refer to the lack of 3 
uniformity in prosecuting our work, and which has its source in an in- 4. 
temperate spirit of personal independence and self-esteem. 

Of the mischief this undue regard for the dear Ego may end in. 
we have a striking example given us during our past biennium, when 
our comparatively small Eastern District nobly resolved to assume its 
share toward wiping out our debt of many years standing, and then 
went to work, and all hands joining, raised more than $10,000 within 
a week or two. Now did our other Districts, as they were reasonably 
expected to do, fall in line, and if so, did they follow the efficient method : 
pursued by their Eastern brethren? Oh yes, each one declared itself | 
willing to do its part; but—-each one determined also to do it in a way 
of its own devising. And the result? Practically, haphazard solicita- 

tions and dribbling contributions, some by basket collections, some by 

envelopes, and some by personal calls at a time convenient, and so the 
dribbling continues up to this day—and the debt is not wiped out. 

Brethren; the fact recognized that, in a body such as ours, to unity 

in the faith and to equanimity in purpose, uniform and concerted action 

must needs be added in order to accomplish any general undertaking, 

can and will you not for the sake of the holy cause to further which

the Lord has bound us together, cultivate the grace of deferring to one 4 
another’s judgment, strive to attain toegreater uniformity in effort, and - 
then stand shoulder to shoulder in the most beneficent work we can put ‘ 
. our hands to, and thus conform ourselves more and more to the mind - 3 = 
of Him whom, I am sure, we all desire to serve?

; t, A. The N. L. C. When, at our last convention, I reported to 
eS your honorable body that our efforts to bring about a federation of all 
ee ’ Lutherans had failed, the project was unexpectedly revived at meetings 
“ge held at Minneapolis and Chicago in the first week of September, 1918. 
at The conferences then and there taking place have led to the organiza- 
mtd tion of the National Lutheran Council, a body comprising nearly if not 
weg all the Lutheran Synods in our land, those of the Synodical Conference 
x * 4 excepted. Not doubting but that you would approve of my action, I 
—— have taken part in the organization and proceedings of this body, ex 
ercising all due care that by so doing I might in no way compromise 
our position on questions of doctrine and practice. That mistakes have 
been made, and that a trend to go beyond the bounds set as the object 
of the Council has made itself felt, cannot be denied. Upon the whole, 
however, the organization has done and is doing a most noble work — 
a work which its component synods acting separately, could never have 
performed to any adequate extent. The relief it has been the agency of 
bringing to our suffering kindred in the faith beyond the Atlantic has 
been so widely made known, that there is no need to call especial st- 
, tention to it here.

B. The intersynodical relations established by the organization 
of the N. L. C. being rather limited in their scope, a desire for a closer 
union on our part, nominally with the Hon. Synod of Iowa, the United 
Norwegian and the Augustana Synod is asked for by many of our 
Districts. I advise: 

a) That an exchange of delegates and free conferences be sought 
with the synods named; and 

b) That, in response to a request by our Iowa brethren, a com- 
mittee be appointed to confer with them on questions looking toward 


a closer union and to some cooperation in such work as the two bodies 
have in hand. | 


C. Our Educational Institutions. a) As may be seen from their 
reports, these are in a flourishing condition; and this despite the turbulent 
times we have passed through. 

b) In this connection I would respectfully inquire whether the chief 
and foremost object of our schools is clearly understood, and as re- 
ligiously kept in view as it should be? rae 

c) Whereas there is an utter lack of unanimity on the part of our 
brethren touching the union and removal of our theological seminaries, 
I have done nothing by way of looking for a suitable location and ask- 
ing for bids, glad as I would have been to do so. Your Hon. Body 
should come to some definite conclusion on this question. See varia, a. 


D. Our Eleemosynary Institutions have enjoyed God's gracious 
protection and blessing during the past two years; and whilst our people 
are ever ready to contribute toward the support of this work, | would 
respectfully ask whether by calling upon ladies’ societies and congrega- 
tions — as is done in Mars —to replenish the larder and the wardrobe of 
these homes, many a dollar could not be saved our General Treasury. 


To speak with special reference to our Texas Sanatorium, what, 
briefly and curtly stated, is its object, and how should it be managed? 
And then might not our Iowa brethren be asked to join us in this work? 

E. Our Fimances. a) We may congratulate ourselves that our 
treasury has been enabled to meet to the full all demands made upon 
it, and to pay out considerable sums beyond the appropriations granted 
two years ago; and 

b) That the interest bearing funds of our several institutions and — 
treasuries have been increased by $137,957.08. By last will and testa- 
ment, legacies of about $30,000 have been set aside— not including a 
bequest of more than $100,000 for foreign mission work. 


But Brethren, glad of this report, let us not forget that if only the 
reasonable requests for moneys by our several Boards are to be granted, 
vast sums will have to be raised during the year before us; hence, all 
necessary measures will have to be agreed upon at this meeting. See 
communication of Missionary Conference at Wheeling.

F. Varia. a) And ad C, a. The question of granting permis- 
sion to the Women’s Missionary Society to erect a Girls’ Dormitory on 
the campus of Capital University brings to your attention the other 
whether to the two schools at Columbus practically a third shall be 
added. In case your Hon. Body should decide that the Seminary re- 
main where it is, I should deeply deplore the establishment of a Girls’ 
School in immediate connection with the College. Besides, this would 


necessitate the arrangement of a course adequate to the purpose of such 


a department, and also the employment of women teachers, etc. 

b) In connection with the foregoing, permit me to call your attention 
to the sorry fact that the same academic instruction is given at Columbus 
and at Woodville, places a trifle more than one hundred miles apart. 
Can we justify this duplication of our work and expect our people to 
bear the expense of it? How this waste of men and means might, in 
part at least, be done away with, I explained some years ago, but no 
effect was given to the plan suggested. Are you prepared to give per- 
manency to this state of affairs? 

c) For some years past I have felt the need of an advisory Board 
to the presidency. I would therefore ask whether it would not be well 
to add to the Board of Administration two or three more members — 
preferably district presidents, — and grant that Board the right to counsel 
with the president of Synod on all matters he may desire to bring be- 
fore it? 

d) The minutes of the work done by our brethren in Australia, a 
copy of which I shall place in the hands of some committee, leads me 
to the question, whether a more extended missionary work could and 
should not be undertaken in that country? That such a move on our 
part would be welcome to our brethren there, I have no doubt. 

And now respectfully submitting to you this my last report, I pray 
that the Lord, whom we serve, may guide us in all our proceedings to 
the furtherance of His ever blessed cause.

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 
The Board of Directors of our Theological Seminary, Columbus, é 


Ohio, begs leave to submit the following report on its work and the 
: work of the Theological Faculty for the past two years. 


In the school-year 1918-1919 sixty-three seminarians attended classes, % 

: of whom fourteen entered the holy ministry. During the year 1919-1920 A 
the enrollment was sixty-five, of whom twenty-three entered the min- Be 

istry. During the last two years, therefore, thirty-seven were permitted a 

to go forth from our school as laborers in the vineyard of the Lord mi 

and many vacancies could be filled, some of which had existed for some 3 

time. We can expect that next year again twenty-five or possibly twenty- i 


six students will finish their course. We can also report that an attempt 
has been made to divide the seminarians into theoretical and practical. 
All students who have less than Sophomore attainments are listed as 
practical and are excused in classwork and examinations from the 
| It has pleased the Lord of His church to call into the church. Ae 
triumphant our beloved and honorable Dean, Dr. F. W. Stellhorn on | 
March the 17th, 1919. In gratitude to the faithful and merciful God 
we acknowledge the services rendered unto our synod and institution by 
this faithful, gifted and diligent servant of God. We pray to God that 
the influence of the teachings and the pious life of Dr. Stellhorn may 
remain a blessing to us for years to come. The vacancy thus created 
necessitated the calling of a new theological professor. Your Board 
called Prof. Paul Buehring of Hebron, Nebr., June the 17th, 1919. He 
accepted the call and entered into his work in September, 1919. Dr. R. 
C. H. Lenski was elected as Dean of the institution in December, 1919. 


# While considering the calling of a new theological professor it ap- 
peared to your Board that if ever the long existing desire to have but 
: one centrally located seminary should be realized there would be no more 
opportune time than the present. Your Board therefore, brouglit the 
question of amalgamating our two seminaries before the different dis- 
tricts for discussion and submits it now to your Honorable Body for 
final disposal. 
At our last meeting, June 15th, Mr. Otto Schenk of Wheeling, W. 
Va., advised us that he had made all arrangements to put $100,000.00 
at our disposal for the erection of a Divinity Hall on our campus in Co- 
lumbus. Your Board accepted this noble gift with great joy and heart- 
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felt gratitude and hopes that hereby others may be excited to similar 
liberality. 

Our Library has been increased during the past two years by 705 
volumes. Among these there are 450 valuable volumes from the library 
of our sainted Dr. Stellhorn, which have come into our possession in 
accordance with his wish. 1124 volumes have been handed out to students 
and non-resident pastors during the course of one year. The reading 
room was daily made use of by about 30 persons. 

Mr. Otto Spielman of Columbus, Ohio, whose time of service as 
trustee of the Capital University Board expired in December, 1918, was 
re-elected for three years. Also Mr. Charles F. Mayer of Columbus, 


Ohio, was re-elected as trustee of the Capital University Board for a | 


term of three years, December, 1919. 

Rev. Freseman who accepted a call as professor to St. Paul, Minn., 
resigned as member of the Seminary Board in April, 1919. The Board 
elected Rev. Alfred M. Wagner, Cleveland, Ohio, as his successor tem- 
porarily. For the unexpired term until 1924 an election will be necessary. 

The term of service of the following members expires with this meet- 
ing: Of the pastors, E. H. D. Winterhoff and M. C. Hecht, and of 
the laymen, Mr. Nagel and D. A. Ebinger.

CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


Dear BreTHREN :— 
With gratitude to God, who has richly blessed and prospe — our 
Institution, we are enabled to make the following report for the past 
two years: 
l. Meetings. 
The Board held four regular and four special meetings. 


Il. Capital University Accredited. 
In April, 1919, at a meeting of the Ohio College Conference, Capital 
University was received as a member of that body. This puts Capital 


University in a class with the best Colleges of the State, establishing its 


standing and credits without question throughout the entire Country. 


Ill. The Faculty. 


March 17, 1919, the venerable Professor F. W. Stellhorn, 


1. On 
D. D., who served our Institution so faithfully for so many years, was 
moned his eternal reward. His example and silent influence espe- 
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2. The health of our professors, in general, has been good, so that 
with but minor interruptions they have been enabled to carry on the work 
successfully. | 

8. Professor Paul F. Buehring, of Hebron, Neb., was called to work 
in the College and Seminary. He began his work in September, 1919. 

4. Mr. W. O. Doescher and Mr. Grover Orr have been using the 
fellowships granted at your last meeting. Mr. Doescher did not use the 
fellowship last year, but was prevailed upon to devote his full time to 
teaching. He will be absent during the coming year, preparing himself — 
along the lines of Mental and Moral Sciences, at Princeton University. 

5. The Rev. C. V. Sheatsley is on leave of absence as Commissioner 
to India. His work is being carried by other members of the Faculty. 

6. Professor Paul Schacht, who was in the service, is again carrying 
his regular work. 

7. In order to care for the increased ntimber of students it was 
necessary to employ a number of Instructors and Tutors. Thirty-one 
persons devoted either the whole or part of their time to teaching during 
the past year. 

8 The Board requests Synod to establish the chair of Assistant 
Professor of English. 

9. In December, 1919, the Board appointed a committee to investi- 
gate the salaries paid in other schools and colleges of our standing and 
especially other Lutheran schools. The report showed that our salaries 
were below the average and recommended the following scale which was 
unanimously adopted and the Board earnestly requests favorable action 
on the same. 

We recommend that: 


1. The President of Capital University receive $3,000.00, exclusive 
of dwelling. 

2. The maximum of college professors be equalized with that of 
seminary professors 
' §. The maximum then to be raised to $2,400.00 

4. Instructors in academies and colleges of Synod be paid on a 
scale of from $1,000.00 to $1,800.00; assistant professors in standard col- 
leges and theological seminaries be paid from $1,800.00 to $2,100.00; full 
3,100.00 to $2,400.000. 

Even these incredsea are exceedingly low, when compared with 


other schools and colleges, yes, even when compared with wages of un- 
skilled labor. 


Professor G. A. Lange of the Board, and Professor S. A. Singer of 
the Institution, have been officially appointed to represent the Board and 
to give any information desired. 


IV. Students. 
In 1918-1919, 297 students were enrolled in the different departments, 
including the S. A. T. C. In 1919-1920, 325 were enrolled in the different 
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departments. This number includes 48 in the music department alone, 
and 16 post graduates. This is the largest enrollment in the history of 
the school. i 

In June, 1919, eighteen young men received the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts and one the degree of Bachelor of Science. In June, 1920, thir- 
degree of Bachelor of Science. 

The health of the student body in general was good. A number of 
cases of influenza and scarlet fever were reported but no serious results. 

The deportment was good and only a few minor cases of discipline 
were reported. 

A number of ladies were enrolled during the past two yeafs. Many 
more will be received as soon as the proper courses are offered and ade- 
quate housing facilities are provided. 


V. The S.A. T. C. 


The S. A. T. C. work at Capital University was an unqualified suc- 
cess, financially and otherwise, and received the highest commendations 
Seta the Director and Inspector of the educational side as well as from 
the Military Inspectors. The class work in connection was carried on 
from the beginning. We were well pleased with the work of our Insti- 
tution in this respect. 


VI. Thi Maile 


The Music Department has been established and has passed iia 

two very successful years. A Summer School is also conducted. If the 
proper equipment were at hand the Music course would soon be self- 
sustaining. At present a studio is established in the Stellhorn property. 
The teaching staff consists of Prof. Homer D. Strother, Miss Roswitha 
Smith and Miss Leila Brown. 


VII. Special Appropriations. 

Upon facts presented by the Auditing Committee your Board has 
come to the conviction that the Treasurer should receive more than 
$500.00 per annum, therefore the Board requests the Honorable Joint 
Synod to appropriate $800.00 per annum as salary for vhe Treasurer. 

The Board also requests an appropriation of $500.00 per annum as 
salary for the Registrar. 


VIII. Buildings and Program for Future Development. 

The debts on the Rudolf Library Building and the Heating plant 
have been paid in full. 

God has answered our prayers in directing our boys and girls to our 
school. The last two years has brought larger numbers there than ever 
before, and the prospects for the future are very bright; but increased 
numbers means added responsibility, Our recitation rooms are over- 
crowded, classes must be divided, thus making double work for the Pro- 
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fessors. The dormitory is filled to capacity and all rooms available 
within walking distance of the school are taken. What shall we do with 
our students? In order to meet the growing demands the Board has 


outlined the following plans for our future needs: 


1. At a special meeting of the Board it was considered expedient 
- to purchase the Stellhorn property, located just west of our campus. 
This property is 220x235 and has on it the residence of the late Prof. 


F, W. Stellhorn. The purchase price was $15,000.00. Dr. L. H. Schuh ‘ 
was appointed to collect money for the same.

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LUTHER SEMINARY, ST. PAUL, MINN. 


In the name and by the authority of the Board of Luther Seminary, 
the undersigned would respectfully submit to an Honorable Synod the 
following report: 

1. Grateful asknowledgment is made of the abundant grace and 
blessing with which the Lord favored our institution, its faculty and 
students during the past biennium. 

2. Our imstitutién did not wholly escape the ravages of the “flu” 
epidemic that claimed such a heavy toll of life during the last two years. 
Quite a number of cases developed in the ranks of our student body, 
yet happily none proved either protracted or fatal. Without exception 
the patients fully recovered, and were able to resume their studies in the 
course of a few days. 

8. The enrollment for 1919-1920 was 126. This increase in the num- 
ber of students made the housing problem an acute one. Only with con- 
siderable difficulty was it possible to provide even cramped quarters for 
the students. Obtaining conditions cannot be permitted to continue, unless 
it be the sense of Synod to limit the number of students. We, therefore, 
urgently and insistently petition an honorable Synod to authorize the 
erection of a building for dormitory purposes. 

4. One of the most trying and perplexing problems with which we 
have to deal is the matter of boarding. We lack quarters for housing a 
steward’s family and help. For this reason we were unable to retain 
those who had accepted the position, and not find it absolutely impossible 
to secure steward or cook. Therefore, we feel ourselves compelled to 
petition an Honorable Synod to authorize the erection of a building con- 


_ taining dining hall, kitchen and living partments for steward’s family. . 


This request should not only be granted, but permission should be given 
us to begin at once with the erection of the aforesaid building. 

5. Steps have been taken to obtain State recognition for our college 
department. With that end in view, additions were made to the curric- 
ulum last year. These additions naturally imposed more work on our 
professors and the result is that they are sorely overburdened. To relieve 
the professors of the college department, as well as the theological pro- 
fessors who teach in the college, we find it necessary to request the Joint 
Synod to create two additional professorships at Luther Seminary. 

6. Several additional branches have been introduced in the theo- 
logical department, and others should be added. This latter, however, 
can be done only in case the course is lengthened one year. Accordingly, 
we petition the Joint Synod to lengthen the course of study in its theo- 
logical seminaries to four years. 

7. Because of the ever increasing cost of living, we are convinced 
that the salaries of our college professors should be increased. 

8. The library of Luther Seminary received several valuable addi- 
tions during the past two years. We gratefully make mention of gifts 
received from Mrs. G. Gehrke, widow of the Rev. G. Gehrke, from the 
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' Rev. E. Cronenwett, D. D., of Butler, Pa. and from friends in Wheeling, 
W. Va. 

9. The enrollment in the theological department last year was 37. 
Eleven students were graduated this year and are serving the Lord and 
the church in various districts of Synod. 

10. The spirit prevailing amongst the students, as well as their gen- 
eral conduct, were quite satisfactory. 

ll, A large number of repairs must be made on our present build- 
ings, and steps haye been taken to have them completed when the fall 
term begins. A 

12. We would remind an Honorable Synod of the expiration of the 
terms of office of the following members of the Board: The Revs. J. 
Bohnhoff and George Diemer and Mr. H. Kay.

WOODVILLE NORMAL SCHOOL AND ACADEMY. 


The Lord has again blessed the work of our teachers and students 
during the past two years. 

The institution was attended by seventy students during the school 
year of 1918-1919; by ninety during 1919-1920. 

During these two years, eight students, five ladies and three young 
men, were graduated as teachers, and received calls to our parish schools. 
There is at present a great lack of teachers, six positions remaining un- 
filled. There is a greater demand for lady teachers than for young men. 

The Board has not yet succeeded in securing a president, although 
numerous calls have been extended. In the meanwhile, this work is 
carried out by Prof. C. Vogel in a very capable manner. 


Steps have been taken to have our normal department accredited by 
the State. A slight addition to our curriculum will meet the demands 
of the Department of Public Instruction and an additional instructor 
would make it possible to carry them out, 


The “winter course” has been a success; 16 students were separately 
instructed. 

The large number of students and the additional work caused by the 
_ winter course, have made it necessary to engage another instructor. The 
Board secured Mr. A. J.:Minnemann of Capital University to take care 
of this work temporarily. In a regular meeting of the Board Edward 
Lauckner of Detroit, Mich., was called as professor. The faculty now - 
consists of seven members. 
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Some necessary improvements were carried out: electric lights were - 
installed in the main building, the lavatory was completed, in the annex 
students’ rooms were arranged, the class rooms fitted out with slate 
blackboards. 


The time of the following members of the Board has expired: Rev. 
H. D. Blohm, Teacher J. J. Ballmer, Mr. F. Mauntler, and Mr. E. 
Niemann. Another member must also be elected in place of Edward 
Lauckner, who has eae: a call to the institution.

HEBRON ACADEMY, HEBRON, NEBR. 


Dear BRETHREN :— 

Ten years ago, the Kansas and Nebraska District offered to the Hon- 
orable Joint Synod, then in session at Richmond, Ind., a campus and a 
building free from debt, to be used for the purpose of establishing an 
Academy. The offer was accepted and a Board appointed. A year later 
the doors of Hebron Academy were opened to our young people, seeking 
a high school education under sound Christian influence. Being the only 
co-educational institution of our Synod west of the Mississippi, we had 
students from Dakota, Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, Colorado and even from 
California. 

Thirty-nine students have so far graduated from our school. Of 
these ten are studying for the ministry, two are parochial school teachers, 
fifteen grade school teachers; sixteen of our graduates have attended, 
or plan to attend, higher institutions of our Synod, two are students at 
the Nebraska State vary, one intends to go to Columbia University 
next year. 
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Enrollment for the two last years: 


1918-19. Academic Dept. ....... Prey ee 41, 17 boys and 22 girls. 
Graduates ............ Hes avin sset%a 9, 5 boys and 4 girls. 
1919-20. Academic Dept. .............seeeeee 58, 23 boys and 80 girls. 
Music students ......... 20, total: 73 
7, l boy and 6 girls. 


The only boy of the graduates of this year goes to Capital University, 
the six girls and two former graduates received also Normal Training 
certificates. Since many of the students of the Academic Department 
took also piano, Professor Paysen had all the work he could do. 


When Professor Buehring resigned, before the last school year 
started, the Board appointed Professor Young to act as President of 
the institution, until a successor could be secured. Having failed to get 
a Director, when the school year started, Rev. Heuer was pressed into 
service to teach a number of classes. He was relieved of his work after 
two months, except teaching religion, by Miss Herma Meyer, having 
followed the urgent request to help out. When she had to leave at the 
end of the first semester on account of the illness of her father, Mr. 
Young, a graduate from Capital University, took her place. Miss Petrich 
rendered good service as matron and teacher. Miss Erk was the success- 
ful teacher of the newly established Normal Course. Prof. Young de- 
serves credit for the faithful performance of his duties as acting Presi- 
dent. 

We have reason to be thankful to God for protection and blessing 
bestowed upon our institution. The work was not interrupted through 
epidemics this year. Last year such interruptions occurred, but they 
were of short duration, and none of the influenza cases proved fatal. 

It also deserves to be mentioned that our newly established Normal 


Course found the approval of the State, giving our academy the dis- 


tinction of being a State approved Normal Training High School, and 
that our school was honored this year by being received as a member 
into the North Central Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges; 
however, the present class rooms do not meet the requirements of the 
association. A Recitation Hall should be built as soon as possible. - 

Our present needs: 

1. A Director. Your board met about every five weeks to call a 
Director. Five pastors received calls; two of them were called twice. 
All declined. People begin to ask what is wrong with Hebron Academy! 
There is nothing wrong with Hebron Academy, but the Board is inclined 
to ask what is wrong with Synod for not being able to supply our schools 
with Directors and Professors? Is the Board to keep on calling in the 
customary manner? Your Board suggests that a Director be called for 
Hebron directly by Synod at this meeting if possible. _ 

2. A Gymnasium. It goes without saying that an up-to-date school 
must provide its students with facilities for sufficient physical exercise. 
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There is a good deal of complaint among the students at Hebron that 
such facilities are lacking. A “Gym.” is very much needed; therefore, 
Synod is herewith petitioned to make provisions for the erection of such 
a building at a cost of about $19,000. | 

3. President’s residence. Such a residence is now needed more 
than ever. While our former Director’ was a single man, his successor 
very likely will be blessed with a family. There is hardly a suitable 
house to be had for rent in Hebron. The President's residence should 
be near the institution. The Board resolved to ask Synod for an ap- 
propriation of $11,000 for the purpose of having a residence erected. 

4. To cover the running expenses of the school an appropriation of 
$2,000 annually is required. 

Finally the attention is called to the fact that the term of the fol- 
lowing board members expires at this session: Rev. W. F. H. Kerl, Mr. 
W. Middendorf and the undersigned. Having now served 10 years as 
a member of the Board the undersigned asks not to be renominated.

LUTHER ACADEMY, MELVILLE, SASK., CANADA. 

1. We have reason to thank the Lord our God that He has kept 
His hand of blessing as a protecting shield over our institution during 
the last biennium, especially during the siege of the influenza. All 
students had been afflicted by the disease more or less. Thanks to the 
gracious help of the Lord, only one succumbed, and, as we confidently 
hope, has entered eternal life. We must note the self-denying care which 


the professors Schmidt and Pflueger have shown toward the students 
entrusted to them. 


2. Diligence ard deportment of the student body was satisfactory; 
no disciplinary action was necessary. Four graduates entered Luther 
Seminary September, 1919; this year three have finished their course and 
will, with the beginning of the new school year, also enter Luther 
Seminary, thus bringing the number to thirteen that have been sent from 
Luther Academy to St. Paul to finish their theological studies. The first 
two sent, have graduated this year and have accepted calls to Canada. 

- 8. The curriculum of our institution has been enlarged, so that the . 
State University is ready to acknowledge the same, as soon as we 
furnish the Laboratory with the necessary requirements. 


4. Pastor L. P. Pflueger has been called to the second, and teacher 
C. Behrens to the third professorship. Both are at work. 


5. The professors’ dwelling granted us by Joint Synod, in 1918, has 
been finished. We were obliged to build a double house, which caused | 
an expenditure of $1500.00 more. The money has been advanced to us 
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by the Administration Board for which we pay 6% interest.” We are 
ready to give reasons and to justify our doing before Synod. 

6. Last year 38 students were enrolled, 24 of them having the min- 
istry in view. 


7. We petition Synod to grant us an appropriation of $7,050.00, for 
the next two years. 


8. The term of office of the Pastors Tank and Pohlmann, as well - 


as that of Mr. J. D. Miller has expired.

ST. JOHN’S ACADEMY, PETERSBURG, W. VA. 

After various disappointments and unavoidable delays, the Board 
finally saw fit to let the contract for the erection of at least the main 
building. It was awarded to Mr. C. G. Hamilton, a local contractor, 
at per diem rate $6.75, ordering our material as needed. Strained con- 
ditions in the industrial world-actuated us to such a contract. The brick 
having been made last summer, the work was soon started, so that the 
building by the time Synod meets is nearing completion in the rough. 
The contractor hopes to have the building completed by the last of 
November. 

Originally we had plans, ete., drawn up for two buildings, Main or 
‘Recitation Building and Director’s Residence and Dormitory, but the 
increased cost of labor and material forced us to undertake but the 
one. This even may exceed the appropriation. We would, therefore, 
humbly petition Joint Synod to grant us an extra appropriation of at 
— Teast $10,000, so as to have the institution fit for service not Jater than 
September, 1921, or, if possible, in part before that time. 

Inasmuch as the Eastern and Concordia Districts may be united, 
‘the Honorable President of Joint Synod suggested that Rev. G. D. 
be of the Roard. We pray that Synod approve 
of his election.

PACIFIC ACADEMY. 


For the operation of Spokane College, Spokane, Washington, by . 


the Columbia Conference of the Swedish Augustana Synod, the Wash- 
ington District of the Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States, the Rocky 
Mountain Synod of the United Lutheran Church of America, and the 


Rocky Mountain District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 
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1. If this proposal is accepted by all, or by at least two of the 
church-bodies named above, and provided the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America agrees to lease the Spokane College property on .. 
the terms hereinafter mentioned, an association or corporation shall be 
formed by representatives of the participating church bodies. This 
association or corporation will assume the entire management of Spo- 


- kane College, and conduct the institution in accordance with the prin- 


ciples of the Lutheran Church, subject to the conditions set forth in 
this proposal, and these conditions shall be embodied in the articles of 
association or incorporation of the said association or corporation. 

2. The management of the affairs of the association or corporation 
shall be vested in a Board of not less than five trustees, to be elected 
by the participating church-bodies, on the basis of one trustee for each 
one thousand communicant members or major fraction thereof. 


Should there be any legal obstacle to- the election of trustees in 
the manner above described, it shall be understood and agreed by and 
between all the parties hereto that some legal method of electing 
trustees shall be agreed upon by which each of the participating church 
bodies will have the right of nominating and approving the trustees — 
elected to represent said church-body. 

The Board of Trustees shall conduct all the affairs of said associa- 
tion or corporation, and shall manage all of its affairs in accordance 
with the articles of incorporation or association and such by-laws as 
may, from time to time, be adopted, provided that before such by-laws 
are to be binding upon the participating church bodies, they shall be 
approved by. said church body or by some duly authorized board thereof. 

3. Each participating church body shall, by agreement, assume such 
pro rata part of the cost of operating Spokane College as the represen- 
tation of such church body bears to the entire membership of the Board 
of Trustees. 

4. Because of differences in the geographical boundaries of the 
participating church bodies, each of said bodies shall decide and specify 
the geographical boundaries upon which representation shall be based. 

5. The authorized boards of officers of each of the participating 
church bodies shall have the right to inspect the institution at any time; 
to require systematic accounting and auditing, and regular reports from 
the board of trustees, the president of the institution or any other 
officer thereof; and to insist upon economical and efficient management 
in the conduct of all the affairs of the association or corporation. 

6. The president and all the faculty members of Spokane College 
shall be persons of sound Lutheran conviction and practice and shall 
be elected by the board of trustees of said college in the manner here- 
inafter provided. A two-thirds vote of all members of the Board shall 
be required for an election. The president shall be elected for a term 
of five years, but his term of office may be terminated at any time, 
after one year of service, by a three-fourths vote of the Board, pro- 
vided notice of such action has been given at least one semester in 
advance. 
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The number, sex, term of office and salary of all*the faculty mem- | 


bers, branches to be taught by each, and the number of hours per week 
required of each teacher shall be determined by the board of trwstens 
and president of the institution. 

Said Board, after the number of instructors constituting the faculty 
has been determined, shall at once notify the participating church bodies 


of the said number of instructors to be elected by each. Said number - 


of instructors is to be based on the number of communicant members 
of said participating church bodies. 


| The method of electing members of the tetadey by each of the 
participating church bodies shall be such as is usually followed by such 


church body, provided that the power of electing members of the faculty 
by any of the participating church bodies may be delegated to or vested 
in an official board or committee of such church body and provided that 
vacancies which may occur and which cannot be filled by the participat- 
ing church body entitled to fill such vacancy may be filled temporarily 
by the Board of Trustees and provided further that the Board of Trustees 
shall have the right by a three-fourths vote of the Board to demand 


that members of the faculty elected by the participating church bodies, 


who, for any reason, prove to be lacking in the necessary qualifications 
to fill the position to which they have been elected, shall be peer, and 
replaced by some other qualified person. 
7. Any participating church body may withdraw from the oA 
tion or corporation upon written notice being given one year in ‘advance. 
This association or corporation ought to be effected in time to 


assume the operation and control of Spokane College fof the school 
year 1920-1921. 


Suggestions for Lease. 


Whenever the corporation or association referred to herein has been 
formed the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America is to lease to said 
corporation or association the property known as Spokane College, sit- 
uated in the city and county of Spokane, Washington, for a period of 
ten years, on the following terms and conditions: 

In consideration of the corporation or association, paying any taxes 
which may be levied and maintaining the buildings and grounds in good 
condition and repair, and the buildings and contents fully covered by 
insurance, loss if any payable to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, and policies deposited with the Treasurer of said Church, no 
payment of any kind shall be demanded by the said Church as rental 
for the property during the period named. 

The value of the grounds and buildings and the amount of insurance 
to be carried, shall be determined and agreed upon by the two contract- 
ing parties and the agreement shall be embodied in the lease which is 


to be executed by the parties hereto. 


Permission is to be given the corporation or association to make, 
at its own expense, improvements and repairs and to construct new 
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buildings on the. property leased to it at asty the « 
the lease, provided, that, before any permanent improvements or ne} 
buildings are made, erected or constructed, the Board of Trustees o 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America shall approve the plan 
and a bond satisfactory to the above named Board of Trustees shall b 
given, indemnifying the said Norwegian Lutheran Church of Americ 
from any and all liens or claims of any kind for material, labor « 
services of any kind furnished in connection with constructing, erectin 
or making such improvements or buildings. | 

The lease may be terminated by either party before the expiratio 
of the ten year period by written notice given at least one year i 
advance, but notice of such termination shall not relieve the associatio 
or corporation from the payment of any debt or debts contracted by 
nor from the obligation to opefate the institution to the end of th 
succeeding school year. 

In case the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America elects ¢ 
terminate the lease before the expiration of the ten year period, 
shall reimburse the association or corporation for the actual value < 
new buildings erected or permanent improvements made on the propert 
at the expense of said association or corporation. 

The value of said buildings or improvements to be arrived at b 
mutual agreement or by arbitration in case of disagreement. 

At the expiration of the ten year period covered by the lease 


may be renewed for such period and upon such terms as may t 


mutually agreed upon provided that if the Norwegian Lutheran ‘Churc 
of America for any reason declines to renew the lease, said church sha 
reimburse the association or corporation for the actual amount of mone 
expended by said association or corporation for new buildings or pe 
manent improvements. A record of such payments shall be kept by tl 
association or corporation and shall be included and specifically met 
tioned in the regular reports which are to be made to the participatin 
church bodies, at such time as may be mutually agreed upon. 


ELEEMOSYNARY INSTITUTIONS. 


WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME, RICHMOND, IND. 


By the grace of God and under the efficient superintendency | 
Father and Mother Specht, our institution has rounded out two mo 
years of its beautiful service of mercy, for which we are truly gratef 
to our Heavenly Father. During this period 20 children were receive 
into the Home and 23 were dismissed. At present 83 children are und 
our care, 50 boys and 33 girls. Sixty-eight children attend school. Se 
enteen children have been confirmed since the last meeting of Joi 
Synod. The health of the children has been exceptionally good. Durit 
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the recent epidemic, there were a number of mild cases of influenza 
which made a quarantine necessary, but fortunately there were no fatal- 
ities, due to that dreaded disease. 


Deaths. It is our sad duty to chronicle the untimely death of 
Miss Emma Stadelman, beloved governess of our girls. Her death, due 
to a serious operation, was a heavy loss, especially to the Housemother. 

A confirmed boy whom we had committed to the State Home for 
Epileptics, died at that institution, and his body was laid to rest in our 
Wernle Home cemetery. 

The Farm. The bounteous Lord of the harvest has blessed our 
fields and our toil and has privileged us to gather in 500 bushels of 
potatoes, 1400 bushels of corn, 627 bushels of wheat, 45 tons of hay and 
garden truck valued at $500.00. The poultry yard has displayed marked 
activity, supplying our large family with eggs and poultry valued at 
$800.00. An inventory of our live stock shows the following: Horses 
4, cows 12, calves 2, hogs 16, poultry 550. . 


Finances. The report of the Financial Secretary discloses the 
fact that in spite of strict economy practiced by the superintendent in 
providing for the needs of our orphans, our expenditures by far exceed 
our income, and that we have been obliged to make loans in order to 
meet our bills. This is not at all surprising when you remember that 
at the last meeting of Synod there was no increase in our appropriation, 
whereas other institutions were granted an increase, and that the cost 
of living during the past two years has constantly increased, as every 
provider of a family well knows. However, we could not with a clear 
conscience permit our orphans to go hungry or to suffer because of a 
lack of clothing; we must properly provide for them even though the 
treasury should temporarily be overdrawn. Moreover, there were a 
number of unexpected expenditures which drew heavily on the treasury, 
such as extensive repairs on the heating plant, the purchase of a new 
furnace for the school, the loss of a horse, damage to the buildings 
due to a recent hail storm, the services of a trained nurse, increase of 
salaries of the teachers and the like. As a result we have exceeded our 
income by $5,500.00, which deficit General Treasurer Geo. L. Conrad 
has been kind enough to assume. Distributing the total expenditures of 


‘the Home over its 83 children we find that the upkeep of the institution 


averages about 54 cents a day per child, which certainly will not be 
considered extravagant. | 

The Budget. After a careful survey of our needs for the next 
two years, we earnestly petition Joint Synod to approve the following 
budget : 

Regular annual appropriation, $12,000.00. 

Special appropriation for painting main building and school, $800.00. 

Special appropriation for new fences, $650.00. 

Special appropriation for general repairs, $1,000.00. 

The reports of the Financial Secretary, Treasurer and Custodian 
have been audited and are herewith submitted. 
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Pastor L. H. Ridenour has been re-appointed Custodian for a term 
of two years. 


We recommend that the salary of the superintendent be increased . 
to $1,000.00 per annum. 

The following terms of office have expired: Pastor M. L. Baum, 
Mr. G. Hagelberger, Mr. Geo. Denker.

To the Board of the Wernle Orphans’ Home. 
Dear BretHren: We hereby earnestly petition you to petition 


Joint Synod for the authorization for the erection of a combined Gym- 
nasium and Vocational Training School at the Wernle Orphans’ Home. 


The children have no place for play and recreation in the winter 
time, except the basement of the present building which is no fit place 
for the children to play in. If it were not for the outdoor exercise 
that the children receive, the time that they spend in the basement at 
present would constitute a menace to their health that would show in a 
very marked way. 

The older children also are in dire need of vocational training, 
other than farming and housekeeping, so as to fit them to take their 
place in society, when they leave the Home. 


Our brotherhood has been trying for three years to see if some 
arrangements might not be made with the city schools, so that the 
children from the Home might receive vocational training in the city 
schools, but our efforts have been fruitless. The lack of room in the 
city schools would make it impossible for years to come to receive the 
children from the Home for vocational training. And then a State law 
would require the payment of tuition for all children whose homes were 
not in Indiana. And the large majority of the children come from 
other states. 


We believe that the Sunday-school children of the Joint Synod 


would gladly furnish the means to erect such a building, and the con- 


gregations would willingly equip it. 

If Synod. grants the request, a. committee from our brotherhood 
would gladly take up the matter of raising the money, and assist the 
Board in formulating plans for the erection of the building.

Dear BRETHREN: 

“But whoso hath this world’s good and seeth his brother have need, 
and shutteth up his bowels of compassion from him, how dwelleth the 
love of God in him?’ 

“My little children, let us not love in word, neither in tongue; but 
in deed and in truth. 1 John 3, 17, 18.” 


The recent world war and its after effects upon suffering humanity 


has taught the people of the whole world, and especially Christian 
people, many serious lessons. Among these lessons not the least is to 
come to the assistance of those who are in bodily and spiritual distress. 
Whereas the Christian Church has always, from the very beginning of 
her existence, sought to imitate the Savior, and live up to His com- 
mands in dispensing, by His grace, good at all times, and to all people, 
especially to those of the household of faith, she has in recent years 
shown greater activity than ever before. We have learned not only 
how to give, but how to sacrifice. We have forgotten self a little 
more ¢han usual, and have time and again given of our money and 
goods to lend a helping hand, whenever and wherever needed. 


Thanks be to God, that our own Synod has not failed, but rather 


has among all the various bodies proven herself to be true Christian, ~ 


evangelical and whole-hearted, whenever the call came to’ show the 
love of God within the hearts of her members. And this was as it 
should be. To love only in word and not in deed and truth would have 
shown the wrong spirit and a lack of God's love in our hearts. Let us, 
therefore, thank God for the opportunities He has given us to show our 
love for our fellow men, as well as for the willingness and cheerfulness 
with which He filled our hearts to manifest our faith, We had this 
world’s good. The need of others was brought very near to us. We 
did not refuse to give. We gave much, and so showed that the love of 
God was in our hearts, constraining us to do good unto others. 

By God’s grace our institutions at Mars, Pa. the Old Folks’ Home 
and the Orphans’ Home, have for two more years, since our last report, 
proven to be a great blessing and comfort to many who came to us in 
need, not only in so far as bodily wants, but also spiritual needs were 
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We have been able, as your representatives, on account of 
the support which you tendered, to do much in the way of comforting 
the down-hearted and lonesome, cheering the forsaken, ‘ting up the 
weary and feeding the hungry and distressed. The work . Mars, like 
in any other institution of its kind, where old people and little ones 
are cared for, who have for the greatest part been pushed out of heart 
and home by friends and relatives, has had its sad and responsible 
duties and also its joy. We have tried to be children to parents and 
parents to children in looking after the comfort and welfare of the old 
folks, as well as bringing light and sunshine into little hearts which 
were longing for the same. Much of the self-sacrificing spirit of love 
and kindness had to be in evidence to accomplish this. Many trials 
of patience and forbearance in love were endured, and we would say in 
this connection that our superintendent, Rev. E. G. Spoehr, and his 
efficient helpers, have rendered noble service also during the past two 
years. Our Board feels grateful to them for the manner in which 
they took hold of things and got results. We have had our share of 
sickness and its attendant hard duties to contend with; but, thanks be 
to God, He has proven to be a very present help in time of trouble. 
He did not leave us nor forsake us. Many difficulties were met during 
times of sickness, owing to a lack of proper equipment to combat dis- 
eases, which made it very burdensome to those in charge. At one time 
it seemed as though the last hope had vanished and we were facing a 
dire calamity. God again sent us a helper. This time, a man in the 
person of Dr. Lester Hollander, of Pittsburgh, Pa. a skin specialist, 
who tendered his services free and still looks after our inmates gratis. 
He checked and eventually cured what might have proven to be a ter- 
rible disease and probably would have disrupted our Home. We would 
petition your honorable body to forward a sincere vote of thanks.to this 
eminent physician for his kindness in helping our cause in time of 
sickness. 


Conditions ‘in general at our institutions have been, and are now, 


as prosperous as can be expected. As far as our garden is concerned, it 


proved to be of wonderful assistance to us during the present high — 


cost of living times. Our people also in many of our congregations 
have come to our help by sending barrels of good things to eat. We 
herewith thankfully acknowledge the receipt of the same. May God 
bless you all for your kindness. 


The condition of health at the present time in both institutions is 
very good. As to the number of inmates taken care of during the past 
two years, we would report the following: 


Old Folks’ Home, 


Entered, in the last two years, 4 women and 2 men. Died, 2 women 
and 3 men. Number in the Home at present, 16 men and 21 women. 
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Orphans’ Home. 

Entered, during the past two years, 9, Taken out, 12. No deaths 
among the children. Number in the Home at present, 33 boys and 13 
girls. 

Our faithful and efficient treasurer, Mr. Carl Cronenwett, on account 
of added business responsibilities, found it necessary to resign his office, 
to take effect July 1, 1920. Our Board in its regular quarterly meeting, 
held April 14, 1920, reluctantly accepted his resignation, thanking the 
dear brother for his many services rendered our Homes, while in office 
‘and a member of our Board. In his place the Board unanimously 
elected Mr. Walter Demmler, and we would, therefore, ask your Hon- 
orable body to ratify this election or proceed to the election of another 
who shall fill this responsible position. | 

The terms of office of Rev. C. F. W. Brecht and Mr. A. C. Gauger 
have expired and it will be necessary for your honorable body to fill 
these vacancies. The term of office runs for a period of six years. 

The Treasurer’s Report, submitted for your consideration, will show 
how our appropriation is by no means too large, but rather small, in 
view of the present prevailing prices. We have managed to get along 
but only by the closest kind of figuring. Salaries have been increased 
and many improvements made. This all required saving here and there 
when probably it would have paid to put up the price. Any increased 
appropriation on the part of your honorable body would be appreciated. 
- The Board begs leave to present to age: honorable body the following 
petitions : 

1. Since the entire interior of the Old Folks’ Home building was 
sorely in need of repair and especially of painting and decorating and 
has been done at a cost of over $3,000, we petition your honorable 
body to grant us the sum of $3,000 in addition to our appropriation for 
this year. 

2. Owing to the still revelling high cost of building, it was 
resolved to withdraw our former request to build an administration 
building, and instead petition your Honorable Body to grant us the 
permission to build a Detention Hospital. This is an urgent need. We 
beg for permission to speak on this subject at the proper time. 

We hereby thank all brethren in the ministry as well as among the 
laity for their hearty support and co-operation. The many Ladies’ Aid 
Societies who have so nobly come to our assistance deserve much praise 
and credit for the manner in which they assisted us in our work. God 
bless the ladies. 

Our anniversary and donation day exercises this year were held on 
June 24th, and in every respect proved to be a success. While the 
interest and attendance were not as general as they ape have been, 
there was improvement over former years. 

To God be all the honor and praise for what we have been per- 
mitted to do at Mars, Let us continue to do good and to communicate

ST. JOHN’S HOSPITAL AND OLD FOLKS’ HOME, 
SPRINGFIELD, MINN. 


With grateful hearts, we are able to present our report to the hon- 
orable Synod. For the last two years, God has blessed our institution 
abundantly. Our aged inmates have not been in bodily need. Notwith- 
standing the high prices, we have been able to provide for them. This 
has been wonderful for us to behold. Faithfully they were also served 
with the one thing, which is needful. Assuredly, we have cause to speak 
with Samuel: “Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” We have not been 
able to make a number of improvements on our property during the 
last biennial period, although they were necessary, but were glad to be 
able to meet the expenses of the home with the money at our disposal. 
As it is, we have used $1,549.48, which we have in trust from inmates, 
and which become our property only after their death, so that we really 
have a deficit to this amount. 


In the Old Folks’ Home at present we have 18 inmates, 11 women 
and 7 men. Admitted to the home were 6, and 3 died. Numerous were — 
the applications for admittance. We regret that we could not consider 
most of these applications for want of room. 


At the hospital, during the last 2 years, 117 patients were received 
and cared for, 75 received medical treatment, and 42 operations were 
performed. These operations, without exceptions, were successful. For 
the last 2 years it has again been our hospital-department, with its 
receipts and only small expenses, which has enabled us to subsist with 
our allowance of $2,500 per annum. With the expectation that this 
department will be as profitable in the coming years and with the 
earnest intent to manage as economically as possible, and not to make 
the impression to be immoderate, we, with due humbleness, petition the 
Honorable Synod, to grant us the same allowance as in the two pre- 
vious years, $2,500 per year. 

By necessity we are compelled to ask for permission to erect a second 
building. The numerous applications and the limited space urge us to 
do so. Touching were some cases of aged, left alone in this world, to 
whom we were compelled to deny admittance for lack of room. We 
were urged on their part, to make exceptions for God's sake, but could 
not because we knew not where to lodge these pitiable old people. We 
do not want anything imposing, only a modest building 30 by 60 feet, 
one story high at present, which would provide room for about 20 
inmates. We beg leave to present a sketch for such a building, which 
should not cost more than $15,000. $4,700 of admission fees are at our 
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disposal. Allow us to state also, that we have saved the Board of Aids 4 
quite a sum by granting admission to some of our applicants. ™ | 
We are benefited much by the payment of our debt of $5,000, which a 
we acknowledge with pleasure and sincere thanks. 7

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PENSION FUND. 

Having been requested by the Honorable President of Joint Synod 
to propose to said body a plan for pension and aid of pastors, professors 
and teachers of Joint Synod, we propose: 

1. That Joint Synod raise a fund of at least $500,000.00 by July 1, 
1922, the proceeds of which to be used to pension sick, disabled and aged 
pastors, professors and teachers of Joint Synod, and to aid their widows 
and orphans. 


2. This fund shall be raised: 


a) By voluntary subscriptions of laymen. 
b) By an endowment contribution of $200.00 from each pastor, 
professor and teacher of Joint Synod. (This contribution 


may be paid cash, or im ten annual installments, bearing in- 


) terest at the rate of 5 per cent.) 
c) By any present or future legacies, donations and contribu- 
tions intended for this purpose. 


8. Proceeds and income from this fund together with annual col- 
lections of the congregations of Joint Synod (after the present Board of 
Aids ceases, as provided by this plan) appropriations by Synod, donations 
and contributions — shall be used as a pension and aid account. _ 

4. All such who have reached the age of 68 years, all such who are 
disabled by sickness or otherwise, shall be entitled to a pension such as 
annually. 

5. Widows of pastors, professors and teachers, as long as they re- 

main single, shall receive one-half of the sum provided in paragraph 4, 
on total not to exceed $250.00 annually. 

6. All orphans of pastors, professors and teachers below the age of 
16 years, shall receive $75.00 annually. 

7. Such as now receive aid or pension from the Board of Aids shall 
be paid according to above schedule. 

8. Synod shall elect a Board of Directors, consisting of one mem- 
ber from each District of Joint Synod, whose duty it shall be: 

a) To supervise the raising of the fund; 

b) To control the same; 

c) In general, to have charge of the pension and aid fund. (As 
soon as the fund is raised the present Board of Aids shall cease to exist). 

9. This Board of Directors shall organize.and adopt such by-laws 
and regulations, which may be necessary for the purpose of carrying out 
the details of this work. 

10. Synod shall appoint a financial secretary, who is a pastor, who, 
under the direction of the Board, shall have charge of the raising of the 
fund, and devote his entire time in the interests thereof.

Dear Breruren:, By the resolution adopted at your convention at 
Fort Wayne, Ind., in August, 1918 (minutes, page 130) you accepted 
the deed to the Grace Lutheran Sanatorium, and the institution became 
your property. 

Your committee, consisting of the General President and Revs. Theo. 
Marth and G. D. Simen, met in San Antonio, Nov. 20-22, 1918, and 
after inspecting the property and inquiring into the affairs of the insti- 
tution, appointed a new Sapatorium Board as follows: Revs, Paul F. 
Hein, J. E. H. Schroeder and Thomas Peterson, and Messrs. C. A. 
Krueger of Marion, Texas, Herman H. Ochs and Dr, J. A. Mueller of 
San Antonio, Texas. 

The members of the Board so appointed were called for a meeting 
with your committee, Nov. 22, 1918. Three of them appeared and 
received the written and ora! instructions of your committee. 

The first meeting of the Board was held Novy. 25, 1918, to consider 
your committee's instructions and suggestions. The resignation of Rev. 
Paul F. Hein as Superintendent of the Sanatorium was accepted. At the 
request of the Board he agreed, however, to continue as Superintendent 
until a successor might be obtained. Rev. E. G, Knaak was appointed 
Chaplain of the institution. 

Organization of the Board was effected by electing Rev. Paul F. 


Hein, President, Mr. H. ‘H. Ochs, Secretary, and Mr. Charles A. Krueger, 


Treasurer. 
At this meeting a call was extended to Rev. Hein to become Super- 
intendent of Grace Lutheran Sanatorium. This call was declined. 
Efforts made to interest some suitable layman, with a view to extending 
to him a call as Superintendent, were without avail. On Jan. 14, 1919, 
the Sanatorium Board and Grace Church, jointly called Rev. Hein as 
Superintendent and Pastor, respectively, authorizing him to call an 
assistant. This call was accepted and in July, 1919, Rev. Lammert 
Redelfs entered upon his duties as Chaplain of the Sanatorium and 
Assistant Pastor of Grace Church. On March 23, 1920, we were in- 
formed by Rev. Redelfs of his acceptance of a call to Ohio. Rev. Hein 
tendered his resignation as Superintendent of the Sanatorium, agreeing, 
however, to remain in charge of the management of the institution until 
a successor might be secured. Rev. E. G. Kmaak accepted the chap- 
laincy of the Sanatorium for the same period. A call was then extended 
to Rev. A. C. Ernst of Stillwater, Minn., to become superintendent 
which call was declined. We have extended no further call to the 
superintendency, preferring to await the meeting of Joint Synod. 
Several changes have taken place in the membership of the Board 
as follows: When Rev. Hein accepted the call as Superintendent Rev. 
E. G. Knaak was appointed to his place. Rev. Th. Peterson removed 
from the District, leaving a vacancy in the Board. 
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The “Flu” epidemic visited our institution during both winters. The 
first visitation was especially severe. Our doctor, chief nurse, nearly 
all other nurses and several employees were stricken. Strangely and 
fortunately, all of the patients were spared. Dr. G. E. Paff, having been 
in frail health previously, made no recovery. He lingered for many 
months, but the Lord was good to him and found his soul. During a 
long siege of illness, Dr. Paff desired and received instruction in the 
Christian doctrines, and turned from unbelief and error to God. He 
found comfort and hope in the Redeemer, and professed Him on his 
death-bed as his Savior from sin and trust for the day of resurrection. 


During the winter of 1919-20 the Board was compelled to meet a 
very urgent need. We had no nurses’ home and in case of their sick- 
ness had to assign rooms in the institution to our nurses. We felt that 
this arrangement could not be continued and erected a modest Nurses’ 
home at a cost of $3,500, fully paid for, and almost entirely from the 
sale of Chrisetmas Seals by which our friends have assisted the institu- 
tion. We had no place suitable for the nurses’ home on the Sanatorium 
grounds and, therefore, by permission of the owner, who charges no 
ground rent, the building was erected on ground directly north of the 
institution, next door to a cottage we are renting for the doctor’s resi- 
dence. This piece of ground, consisting of three and one-half acres of 
land, and improvements, has been bought by a member of our Board 
some years ago, for the purpose of keeping an undesirable enterprise 
from our doors and to afford the institution an opportunity of buying 
the property. It is now offered to us at $6,500 which is considerably . 
less than the owner can obtain for it. We request Synod to acquire 
this property, considering it a real necessity to the institution. The 
offer is open to us till Sept. 15, of this year. 


You will observe that among 268 patients admitted there were but 
forty-nine Lutherans. While the support given our institution on the 
part of our people is very liberally and cheerfully rendered, it seems 
that pastors and members are not availing themselves of the opportunity 
we offer to their tubercular patients, as they might. The favors our 
institution wishes to extend are free to members of our Synod, in ac- 
cordance with their needs and our ability. While we extend charity 
more or less to people of other denominations, and irrespective of creed, 
we admit patients of our Synod free of charge, if they and their rela- 
tives and friends cannot contribute anything to their support. If they 
can contribute only a portion of the rate, we expect them to pay no 
more than they are able.

We have been, able to make repairs and improvements to the ex- 
tent of about $1,500, but others are urgently needed. Especially do we 
need a new kitchen and dining rooms for patients, officials and em- 
ployees, respectively. We are presenting plans ‘for these and an estimate 
showing that $20,000.00 will be needed to make this improvement. Will 
Synod kindly authorize us by special efforts to secure the moneys needed 
and to let the contract for this work as soon as the amount shall be 
pledged, and a reasonable portion of it collected? 

We have repeatedly been asked ‘whether we would sell our Sana- 
torium, and a price of $40,000 has been mentioned as a figure at which 
it could be sold. We do not advocate disposing of our Sanatorium, but 
deem it our duty not to withhold this information.

REPORTS OF THE BOARDS OF MISSIONS. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


Dear BretHren: Again the Lord has blessed our Home Mission 
work beyond expectations during the past two years, which were espe- 
cially trying years for many of our missions and missionaries, due to 
conditions created by the long continued war and the continually in- 
creasing cost of living. 
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During the past two years we had 157 missionaries stationed in our 
various mission fields in the United States and Canada. 

During these years 14 missions declared themselves self-sustaining, 
and 3 united with other congregations, thus forming self-sustaining 
charges. At the present time we have 106 missionaries and 2 teachers 
on our list. Tho your Board felt itself constrained to hold back as 


much as possible from entering new fields, so as to be able to take better | 


financial care of the missionaries already in the service, and to avoid 
- running above the appropriation and receipts for Home Missions, eleven 
men were placed into new mission fields, and a number more new fields 
are under consideration. Seven of our missions are vacant at present, 
tho a number of experienced pastors and 8 graduates from our Columbus 
seminary and 11 graduates from our St. Paul seminary were called into 
mission fields during the past two years. 


Organization. 


After the last meeting of Joint Synod your Board organized by 
electing the Rev. M. R. Walter president and the Revs. M. R. Walter, 
Geo. Troutman, A. C. Schiff and E. F. Wm. Stellhorn as the 
Executive Committee. 

Finances. 


We rejoice to be able to report that the appropriation of Joint Synod 
of $60,000.00 per annum, in addition to the $5,000.00 earnings from 
the Lutheran Book Concern per annum, was more than covered by the 
contributions sent in for this treasury, which is an evidence of a greater 
interest and liberality on the part of our people than has ever heen 
manifested before. However the entire appropriation together with the 
large balance reported two years ago, the $10,000.00 earnings from the 
Book Concern paid into this treasury, and the interest earned by the 
Investment Fund and some of the Reserve Fund were needed to cover 
the expenses, which amounted to a total of $145,670.41 for the two 
years, and that without being able to grant the missionaries the addi- 
tional relief the Board resolved to grant them by way of another — 
appropriation, if sufficient funds would be available. ; 


The total failure of crops, in some instances for three aT 
years, in some of the sections of the Provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, Canada, and in the State of Montana compelled the 
Board to support in full three mission fields that had declared them- 
selves self-sustaining three years ago, and necessitated a larger support 
than hitherto for a number of other missions, 


Increase of Salaries. 


The salaries of all missionaries were increased two years ago, and 
the rents for houses used for parsonages have also increased, in some 
cases were almost doubled, necessitating larger appropriations from the 
mission treasury. This will mean that many missions will have to be 
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- supported also for a longer period of time than if the salaries and the 
rents had remained at the former low level. 
However in view of the needs of our missionaries their salaries 
should again be increased appreciably, and that will mean more sup- 
port for a longer time. 
Your Board is of the opinion that the salaries should be increased 
at least from 15 to 20%, which would mean about $15,000.00 per annum 
more for salaries alone. i 
In lieu of an increase of 
special appropriation of $50.00 last December. 


Future Needs. 


If the Board is to provide even approximately adequate support for 
the missionaries, in addition to what the missions themselves will be 
able to do, and if the Board shall also do really aggressive mission 
work, then we wili be compelled to ask for an annual appropriation of 
no less than $100,000.00, as is also_recommended by the Men’s Mission- 
ary Conference and by several of the districts which have met this sum- 
mer. 

While our plea for some years was for more men, and this need 
of more men has not yet been supplied, the financial needs of our mis- 
sionaries now compel us to emphasize the need of and to ask for con- 
siderably more money.

Dear Brethren: During the past biennium the colored work has 3 
been advancing along the lines mapped out in our report of two years a 
ago. We have had our usual reverses and disappointments; neverthe- y 
less our work has spread out and increased to more then double its * 
former proportions. The field is ample, the call for help insistent, the s 
Lutheran Church is in good repute, so that our opportunity is at hand ‘ 
and the prospects encouraging. We, therefore, thank God and take 


courage. 
Organization. 
The Board organized by electing Hon. J. J. Dobler, president, Rev. 
H. Neumann, secretary and J. Gunkel, treasurer. Rev. Neumann was 
elected to succeed the late Rev. J. E. A. Doermann, and Rev. O. C. Mees 


was selected to fill the vacancy caused by the ee of Rev. Felger, 
upon his removal to Texas.

Workers. 


Our greatest handicap continues to be the lack of laborers. While 
now, for the first time in our history, we have two colored pastors, Rev. 
Braxton in Mississippi and Rev. Bracy in Alabama, yet, on the other 
hand, one of our prospective pastors failed us and left our work. Of 
four men who were privately prepared in Baltimore, only two are in 
our employ, and of five sent at different tims to ‘Columbus, one alone 
remains with us. During the last two years no theological students have 
been secured. High wages in secular pursuits have apparently proven 
more attractive to young men than the call to the ministry. 

It would have been impossible for us to have opened and continued 
our mission schools unless we had utilized the services of outside women 
as teachers. Some of these have since been confirmed, some dismissed 
or have resigned, while some are still with us merely as professional 
teachers. We have not paid high salaries, yet we have almost as good 
talent as can he secured. 


Students. 
Looking backward, at the present time, it setms as if we acted little 
less than foolhardy in entering such a ripe field as Alabama, with only 


two men, one of whom has since died. We now, however, are able to 
. secure material for future teachers, and have made a beginning in the 
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task of preparing them for our work. Last fall we sent three girls to 
Woodville. Two of these are supported from the Beneficiary Treasury 
of the Northern District, and a third by a member of one of our Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, congregations. Our intention is to continue to send the 
best and the brightest of our confirmed youth to Woodville to prepare 
them to become teachers or pastors. This will require six or seven 
years at least, and until that time our work will be more or less difficult 
and unsatisfactory. The most that we can do under these circumstances 


is to mark time at some of our places and work the best that we can 


with temporary makeshifts in the way of teachers. 


Miesions. 


Our missions have been making progress. Our success has not been 
so much of the visible kind, which can be reported in figures, as it has 
been along other lines, such as in dispelling ignorance and prejudice, 
which formerly existed, and in winning a good reputation for our church, 
and in gaining the esteem of both the white and colored races in sec- 
tions where Lutheranism had never before gained a foothold. Neverthe- 
less we have increased in numbers and in liberality and one or more 
classes of catechumens have been confirmed in all of our older mission 
points. 

Of these Montgomery, Ala., has been the least satisfactory in its 
growth, since we have not yet succeeded in securing the right man for 
that important. place. Rev. Bracy, at Prattville, and Rev. Braxton, in 
Jackson, have labored conscientiously and faithfully and we consider 
that they have done all in their power towards the building up of con- 
gregations and Sunday schools in their respective fields, Im Tuscaloosa 
we have had difficulty in interesting especially the men. The lodge is 
a great hindrance to us here as elsewhere, since it exerts a peculiar 
fascination over the colored people and apparently secures even a larger 
proportion of them than it does of the white race. We have always had 
women who were quite devoted to our work, but our great hope here 
is with the children. Although they could easily go elsewhere, they 
come voluntarily to our school, because they love it. Prof. Stroud has 
succeeded in building up a strong school, which is becoming well known 
throughout that section, and this in spite of both covert and open op- 
position on the part of the public school and the largest colored church 
vf the place. In Maryland the work has been retarded and even set 
yack, because there has been no regular pastor, and the superintendent 
on account of frequent and protracted absences in the South has been 
»wliged to neglect this work which formerly occupied his whole attention. 


: New Fields. 


Through. the. instromentality largely of Rev. Bracy, we have: during 
the last year, begun a greater number of new missions than we have 


ever done before.. These are located within fifty miles of Montgomery — 


and with one exception are rural work. They are in some respects better 
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than our city work, since the country people are much more appreciative 
of what is done for them. The neglect has been so great and the need 
so urgent that sometimes we have no difficulty in establishing at once 
the largest school and the- largest Sunday school in the neighborhood. 
We intend, however, to develop only the most promising of these fields. 
A second mission has been started by Rev. Braxton.. We append in 
statistical form a summary of our different stations. 


Our building in Montgomery was completed two years ago and was 
dedicated in September, 1918, by Rev. Felger, who was then secretary 
of the Board, together with the superintendent. This building now com- 
pletely furnished, cost $9,777.71, including the land and equipment. The 
most of the cost was defrayed through the legacy received from the 
estate of Henrietta Doell. The building was named after the late Henry 
Simen, who, in addition to the other large bequests which he made to 
our Synod, was the first person to remember our Negro work in his 
will. At the present time, the school building in Prattville is in course of 
erection. Although more simplified than the school at Montgomery, it 
will yet cost more than twice as much, owing to the great increase in 
prices. The contract has been let at a cost of $7,975.00, not including the 
land or the furniture. This school would have been built two years 
ago, had it not been forbidden during the war. Since then we have been 
delayed by the scarcity both of labor and material. In Tuscaloosa plans 
have been drawn for a six-room building which will cost $10,000.00. We 
greatly desire to begin its erection this coming fall. 


Miscellaneous. 

We respectfully ask for an appropriation of $17,500.00 annually for 
current expenses, and $10,000.00 annually for building purposes. 

We also request that Synod recommend to all our pastors to be on 
the watch for young colored men, who might be influenced to become 
candidates for the ministry in our church. 

The term of Rev. C. F. W. Hartlage expires at this meeting. 

The report of our treasurer is herewith submitted. 


Rey. J. E. A. Doermann. 


Upon the reorganization of the Board of Negro Missions, at the con- 
vention of the Joint Synod held at Columbus, Ohio, in 1894, Rev. John 
E. A. Doermann, of Washington, D. C., was elected a member to serve 
the full term of six years. Four times thereafter, in regular succession, 
he was re-elected for a like service. 

During all these years he rarely missed a meeting of our Board. 
His life and work in the capital of the country gave him opportunities 
to become acquainted with the characteristics of the Negro race so that 
he could bring to the consideration of the problems presented to the 
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) Board for solution’ not only a deep sympathy with the colored people 
| and a strong conviction that the Lutheran Church must carry the saving 
P< truth of God’s Word to the members of that race in our midst, but also 
wisdom in devising ways and means to accomplish the desired end. He 
was charitable towards the colored men and women employed as mis- 
sionaries and teachers, and urgent in his appeals to the Church for whole- 
hearted support of the work. His strong faith and zeal in the cause 
never wavered even in the dark hours when progress seemed so slow. 
He lived to see the dawn of a bright future for our Church among the 
colored people of the South. 

This brief minute is made to testify to his fidelity and worth, and 
to the deep sense of loss sustained by his survivors on this Board.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Rest ip the Lord, and wait patiently for Him.” Ps, 87:7. 
Esteemed President and Dear Brethren: Again two years of wait- 
ing, hoping and praying have passed by. In this time some things have, 
indeed, taken place which at least seem to favor our Foreign Mission 
Work. We can, however, not by any means say that matters have as- 


sumed a normal shape. We still have Kodur and Puttur in hands. We 


have also continued to support in full the eight stations formerly be- 
longing to the Hermannsburg Mission. In regard to the latter matters 
are still in suspense. The Committee of Trustees which according to 


- Article 488 of the Peace Treaty has been appointed to act in the dis- 


posal of the property of the German missions located in British and 
other Allied countries, has so far taken no decided action in India. We 
have, however, repeatedly been assured that matters were taking a shape 
favorable to our Synod. With the sure promises of the Word of God 
before us and with the prayers of God’s children ascending to the throne 
of our Father from America, from Europe and from India, in behalf of 
our work, we have waited and hoped through the past two years. This 
‘waiting and hoping and praying has surely not been in vain. 


Calls Were Sent Out and Accepted. 


Already during the meeting of Joint Synod at Ft. Wayne, August 
27, 1918, Reverend Elmer S. Nicholson, then of Harvey, Ill, was called 
as missionary tc India. For the purpose of securing the necessary per- 


‘mits from the British Government, a member of the Board went to 


Washington, D. C., to see the British Ambassador. Before this journey 
was made, Miss Laura Evelyn Nicholson, a sister of Rev. Elmer Nichol- 
son, and by profession a registered nurse, was called to go to India. 
On the 8th of March, 1919, the Board called Andrew Wilch, Capital 
University. On the 3d day of June, 1919, Mr. Carl Oberdorfer, Capital 
University was called. - 

Although every effort was made to secure permits, passports and 
passage on the steamships, our mission party could not leave before the 
%d of March, 1920. Before leaving for the coast, an impressive Com- 
missioning service was held in Michigan City, Ind. Rev. A. P. Meyer, 
pastor. Rev. E. R. Pflueger rendered valuable aid at Vancouver, as did 
also Mr. C. Cronenwett at Butler, Pa. The persons who left on the 
2d day of March were: Rev. Elmer S. Nicholson and his wife, Laura 
Josephine, Miss Laura Evelyn Nicholson and Rev. Andrew Wilch. Rev. 
C. Oberdorfer and his wife could not join the rest in March, but intend, 
God willing, to follow later. From the last reports received our Mis- 
sionaries were again on the sea, after waiting 24 days for a steamer to 
take them from Hong Kong to Colombo. The very latest report is that 
they reached India on the 8th day of May, 1920. 
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On the30th day of Jannary, 1920, Arthur Nicholson, a brother of 


. Elmer S. Nicholson, was called as missionary to India. About the -

Board, on the 8th day of March, 1919, decided to send a “Commissioner”, 
thinking that a man in that capacity might be more readily admitted into 
India than a missionary. Later on, it was deemed advisable to send two 
instead of one Commissioner. The men selected were Rev. C. V. Sheats- 
ley and Rev. Hugo G. Schmidt. But delays were experienced in getting 
matters ready to send these men. At last, the 3rd day of June was set. 
Since, in the meanwhile, two missionaries had sailed, and since trans- 


portation and other expenses had increased, it was deemed advisable to 


send only Rev. C. V. Sheatsley. He sailed from Vancouver on the 3d 
day of June, 1920. We hope that he may succeed in bringing more 


light into some matters and in adjusting others which could not be done 
by letter. 


Power of Attorney Was Given to Rev. S. C. Burger. 


After Rev. Victor McCauley had resigned as our secretary in India, 
and was about to come to America, Rev. S. C. Burger was appointed his 
successor, This action took place with the approval of the Government. 
Though Rev. Burger lost his wife who was tarrying in the United States, 
he kept on at his work in the interest of our cause. Finding it ad- 
vantageous to do so, he moved to Tirupati. Since some decision of the 
Government in regard to property matters might require hurried action, 
it was resolved to invest Rev. Burger with the Power of Attorney. 
Since the Government has limited the sphere of Rev. Scriba’s activity 
to Kodur, and since we were advised that his very presence even at 
Kodur was already considered prejudicial to our cause, he could not 
be entrusted with the management of any property nor with the superin- 
ending of the whole mission work. It thus became necessary for the 


_ Board to appoint Rev. S. C. Burger as Superintendent and Trustee. 


All moneys for our work in India are accordingly sent by our Treas- 
irer to Rev. Burger. 


Taking Part In a Missions Conference. 


On the Ist day of July, 1919, representatives of the Foreign Mis- 
ion Boards of bodies composing the National Lutheran Council met at 
Chicago. The object of the meeting was to look at the conditions into 
which the World War has placed the German Foreign Missions. A 
representative of our Board attended this meeting. Those present were 
soon convinced that, under present conditions, it would be desirable if 
a Lutheran Foreign Missions Conference of America could be organized. 
Later on several more meetings were held at Chicago, and were atterded 
by @ represeatative of our Board. A constitution was prepared and 
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adopted. A copy of this document is added to this report. Of course, 
this Conference can be no more than an advisory body whose actions, as 
far as our Board is concerned, need the approval of the Hon. Joint 
Synod. The minutes of some of the meetings of this conference are also 
added. Synod should act on the following questions: | 3 

1. Shall our Board continue to take part in the meetings of this 
conference? 

2. Does Synod approve of the constitution? 

8. Does Synod sanction what has so far been done? 


Taking Active Part In the “Foreign Missions Conference of North 
America.” 


Under this name there exists a body composed of men from various 
denominations engaged in Foreign Mission Work. In Memorandum 
“A”, sent out by the British Government all Boards of Foreign Mssions 
have been informed that the British Government contemplates making 
the granting of permits to enter British territory for mission work de- 
pendent upon a recommendation of the above mentioned conference. 
Thus our Board must also be on “The Approved List”, if we desire 
to get permits. Our Board has long since asked for this favor at the 
hands of said conference. We have no reason to fear that the officers 
of that conference will not deal honorably in our case. We have already 
received repeated favors from them. However, other parties advise 
us that it would be of advantage to us to belong to that conference. 
Thus far we have done nothing in this matter. What disadvantages, 
if amy, our position will bring us remains to be seen. We ask Synod 
to allow the Board to be represented at the annual meetings of this 
Conference in an advisory capacity. 


Our Finances. 


In Ft. Wayne, Ind., the Hon. Joint Synod voted $13,000.00 a year 
for the work of Foreign Missions. By taking up the whole work of 
the Hermannsburg Mission in India, by being obliged to meet many. 
unforeseen expenditures of money, by reason of the high cost of living 
which has invaded India as well as other lands, and by reason of the 
unfavorable rate of exchange between the United States and India, the 
above-mentioned appropriation was much too small to cover our ex- 
penses. Although the Board had saved some money in former years 
and although the General Treasurer received more than $13,000.00 a 
year for Foreign Missions, the rules of the Board of Administration re- 
quired that our Board ask permission of that body to spend money over 
and above the amount appropriated by Synod. This permission was asked 
and very readily granted. |

of at least $30,000.00 for the work of Foreign Missions. The sane Lord 
Who has so evidently put this work into our hands will surely also move 
the hearts of the people in our Synod to bring the needed means for the 
carrying on of this work. 


The Beneficiary Cause. 

While the Hermansburg Mission had as yet all of its stations in 
India, a number of members of our synod supported some poor children 
in the so-called “Boarding Schools.” When Kodur and Putter were 
to our synod, those friends of Hermansburg continued the support of 
those children. Other patrons, however, undertook the support of some 
wards in the schools at Kodur and Puttur. Several catechists, teachers, 
Biblewomen, and even a native pastor, were also. supported by patrons. 
The list of patrons and beneficiaries had assumed encouraging propor- 
tions when the war interfered. There was no one in India who could 
keep a record of the patrons and of the beneficiaries assigned to each 
of them. The majority of the patrons, however, kept on sending their 
annual contribution for the support of poor children, etc. The exchange 
OF letters between the patron and the beneliclary ceased. We had all to 
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be satisfied with knowing that certain patrons were supporting a child 
in India. The money was used for the proper purpose, but no individual 
child could be pointed out to this patron as being the one whom he 
supported. When Rev. Burger took up his work in Tirupati, he found 
that the high school at that place and the elementary school at Nayudupet 
needed special attention. He also found a lack of teachers for the schools 


who could meet the requirements of the Government. To remove this — 


want, Rev. Burger asked through our Church papers for voltintary aid, 
so that he could take 18 pupils of Christian families into the high 
school, and 18 boys into the Elementary School at Nayudupet. In a 


_ short time more than the needed number of patrons offered their aid. 


All of the boys were provided and we shad some patrons for a few 
more boys this year. 

At the advice of the Board of Administration and of the Board of 
Foreign Missions, the matter of beneficiary aid in our work in India 
has been again put into the hands of the secretary of the board of 
F. M. until the meeting of Joint Synod, with the understanding that the 
whole matter be submitted for adjustment to Synod. Our Board here- 


_with complies with the request, and therefore submits this matter to the 


Hon. Synod. The suggestion of our Board is that all the money given 
for the support of beneficiaries in India be excluded from the annual 
budget, needed for the running expenses of the mission work, just as 
the beneficiary aid is excluded from the budget of our institutions of 
learning in our land. There should be in India a “Beneficiary Board”, 
as we have them in the different districts of Synod. This Board should 
pass upon the cases as they present themselves. The findings of this 
board should then be submitted to the Board of Foreign Missions at 
home. This body can then furnish aid as the means are forthcoming. 
The money should come from the freewill offerings of our people. The 
Board of F. M. should have the right to place the needs before our people 
through our church papers just as the Beneficiary boards do in our 
country. This is really the mode of procedure at present, and has been 
for years. Synod, however, should approve of this way, or should make 
a differene arrangement. Every one who is familiar with conditions in 
India will readily admit that this matter will not permit of delay. We 
must train up native mission workers. Surely these should come from 
the homes of our native Christians. As a rule these families have not 
the means to support a son at an institution of learning. They need help. 
Christian boys and~girls must also be prepared to accept other positions 
where an education is required. A good education opens doors which 
the castes can not close. Thus the educated Christian can be enabled to 
support not only himself, but in time also the church. This arrangement 
will, of course, cause someone some work at home and also in India. It 
will also require some money. It is, however, a mistake to think that what 
is given for this work is taken from some other synodical work. They | 
who take pity on the distant heathen will not neglect their duty to their 


brethren at home. We urgently ask Synod to arrange this matter so that 
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beneficiary work in Taidia, as they may see fit. 


The Lace-Making School. 


ie: school. His faithful wife is his assistant. Some of our Women’s Socie- 
ties, as also some individuals, have been paying especial attention to this 
branch of our work. An import duty of 60% has somewhat discouraged 
some in their interest. This school should, however, receive encourage- — 
ment. It helps to guard girls against being compelled to seek employ- 
ment, for example, among the rude immoral heathen toilers in the fields. 
It is a pity that this kind of work can not be much extended. 


The High School at Tirupati. 


As already indicated, Rev. Burger has been paying especial attention 
to this school. He has done so primarily to make a new beginning in 
training native mission-workers. He received thirteen boys from Chris- 
tian families into this school last year. All of these pupils were sup- 
ported during the past year by patrons in our Synod. There are two 
graduates from high school who would like to enter a college, but have 
not the means to do so. This matter has been mentioned in our church 
papers and also in letters. The Sunday-school at Bucyrus, Ohio, through 
the efforts of Mr. H. J. Hildebrand, has pledged itself to see one of 
these young men through four years of college work. The condition set 
by those young men themselves is that after they have finished their 
course and are earning money, they will refund the money given to them 
for their education, so that some other poor boy may use it for the same 
purpose. The people at Bucyrus haye already paid more than enough for 
the tuition of the young man for the first year. At Nayudupet a number 
of boys is being prepared for the High School at Tirupati. Should they 
be found worthy of it, they can later on be sent to a college also. Bv 
the time they have finished their college course let us hope that the Semi- 
nary at Nayudupet will again be in operation, so that those college grad- 
uates can enter the same. 


The Industrial School. 


Such a school flourished in former days at Nayudupet. There boys 
were instructed, for example, in wood-working. On account of the lacx 
of an efficient teacher, after the Germans had been repatriated, this 
school was closed. In order to save this branch of the work, a suitable 
person must be found. It requires a man who has himself thoroughly 
learned a trade, and who is able to impart to others what he knows. The 
mere readiness to go to India is not all that is needed in this case. The 
Board is at present in touch with a young man who evidently has the right 
idea in the matter, since he is even now fitting himself for such work by_ 
working in a shop. 
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At Kodur there is a small Free Dispensary and an Asylum for 
Lepers. There is, however, no real medical missionary to take charge of 
this work and to develop it into a real Hospital. Recently several young 
ladies have declared their readiness to go to India in the service of our 
mission, This is surely encouraging. These ladies should, however, be 
encouraged to prepare themselves as fully as possible for the branch of 
work which they may select. In their efforts they should receive -help. 
The attention of a Woman’s Missionary Conference has recently been 
called to this fact. If some such conference would pledge itself to help 


Livingstone College, London. 


In order that we might meet the situation in India as soon as possible, 
at least in part, the Board has carried on a correspondence with the Prin- 
cipal of the Livingstone College, London, England, with the result that 
Brother Floyd B. Kantzer has received permission to enter that Institution 
for a one year’s course in medicine. It is expected that he enter this 
school in October of this year. God willing, he will then proceed from 
England to India in a year from now. 


The Property of the Hermannsburg Mission. 


As is well known, the property of the Hermannsburg Mission was 
early in the war, by the British Government in India, turned over to the _ 
Joint Synod. By the action of the British Government the whole matter 
has been put into the hands of a Committee of Trustees. Our Board 
has, through Rev, Burger and also in a petition sent directly to that Com- 
mittee of Trustees, requested that the Hermannsburg property be placed 
into the hands of our Synod. In a petition, signed by sixty-seven native 
mission workers this Committee of Trustees is urgently asked to let the 
Hermannsburg work in the hands of our Synod. From different sources 
we have received assurances that it is only a matter of “procedure” as to 
our receiving that property for management. The writing of this report 
has been delayed, while we have been waiting for some definite answer 
to our petition. We have requested Rev. C. V. Sheatsley to cable us a 
reply if such an one may be made before the meeting of Synod. We 
have done all that we knew, and all that good counsellors have advised 
us to do. Among these are our worthy General President, who was at 
most of our meetings, even when, on account of illness, these meetings 
had to be held in his house, the National Lutheran Council of America, 

_ through its Secretary, Dr. Larsen, and Dr. John Aberly, who paid our 
. Board a visit during his stay in the United States, as well as Rev. Burger 
and Rev. Victor McCauley.

REPORT OF THE PUBLICATION BOARD. 


Dear Breturen :— Your Board on publication matters herewith sub- 
mits its nineteenth biennial report. 

1. Organization and Officers.— The Board, as elected at the last 
convention of synod, met September 26, 1918, and organized by electing 
Rev. J. Sheatsley chairman, Rev. C. C. Hein secretary, and the chairman, 
the secretary and Rev. C. W. Pflueger Executive Committee. The Board 
also elected Dr. E. Pfeiffer chairman and Dr. C. B. Gohdes secretary of 
the Literature Committee, each for a term of four years. 


2. Profits of the Book Concern.—A. The financial reports of 
the Book Concern show that the net profits of the year 1918-1919 were 
$28,871.98 and for the year 1919-1920 $26,485.64, a total of $55,357.62, a 
handsome profit indeed, next to the grace of God, due to the faithful 
and efficient management of our manager, the Rev. A. H. Dornbirer. Be 
it stated in this connection that, during the last few years, the work of 
the latter has so increased that the Board considered it necessary to 
create the office of an Assistant to the Manager. We hope to fill this 
position in the near future. 

B. At its last meeting synod resolved to appropriate $10,000 per 
annum of the profits of the Book Concern for the treasuries of synod 
during 1918-1919; it failed, however, to designate to which treasuries 
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these $10,000 should be paid. The Board, therefore, referred this matter 
to the Board of Administration which resolved that $4,000 should be paid 
to the Board of Aids and $3,000 each to the General Treasury and the 
Home Mission Treasury. 

C. On account of certain conditions which may be explained orally 
we request synod not to appropriate more than $10,000 per annum of the 
profits of the Book Concern for the treasuries of synod during the next 
biennium. | 

3. Periodicals.— A. In accordance with the resolution of synod, the 
_ subscription price of the Kirchenzeitung and Standard was raised to $1.50 
per annum January 1, 1919. Nevertheless, during the last year the Kirch- 
enzeitung showed a loss of $2,265.90 and the Standard a loss of $2,191.78. 
In the opinion of the Board the subscription price of these two papers 
should be raised to $1.75 per annum unless synod wishes to continue the 
book department to subsidize their publication. 

B. Inasmuch as the Lutheran Youth has been published at a loss of 
$1,956.21 during the last year, and the price of printing, etc., has again 
been raised, the Board resolved to reduce it to an eight page paper, 9x12 
in size, beginning July 1, 1920. 

C. The Board submitted the resolutions of synod regarding the 
amalgamation of the Zeitblaetter-Magazine and the Kirchliche Zeitschrift 
to the Publication Board of the lowa Synod. At a meeting held in Chi- 
cago, November 11, 1919, a committee adopted a number of resolutions _ 
regarding this matter which were later on approved by the respective pub- 
lication boards. While our Board had been authorized by synod to act 
in the premises the Board of the lowa Synod had no such authority and 
resolved to submit the matter to its synod, at its convention in August, 
1920. Hence, it was resolved to postpone the publication of the joint 
magazine till after January, 1921, subject to the approval of the Iowa 
synod. After the demise of Dr. F. W. Stellhorn, the editor-in-chief, and 
_ the resignation of Prof H. K. G. Doermann, the associate editor, the 
Board resolved to discontinue the publication of the Zeitblaetter-Maga- 
gine and entered into an arrangement whereby the Kirchliche Zeitschrift 
is being sent to our pastors and the Revs. Walter E. Schuette and Em. 
Poppen have been appointed associate editors of the Kirchliche Zeitschrift 
for 1920. We hope that the lowa Synod will resolve to accept our prop- 
ositions as to the amalgamation of the magazines and that the new joint 
magazine will be published in January, 1921. _ 

4. Simplified Catechism.—In accordance with the instructions 
of synod a committee has revised the simplified catechism submitted by 
the English District, and a copy of the revised form has been sent to all 
pastors and teachers of synod for consideration and review. 

5. Winnipeg Branch.— This branch has been operated at a loss, 
and experience has taught us that, on account of the great distance, the 
main office at Columbus, O., cannot supervise the branch properly. For . 
this reason the Board has requested the Canada District to buy the branch 
and assume its management. If the district should refuse to do so the 
Board recommends to synod to discontinue the branch, 
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6. Almanac and Kalender.— Inasmuch as the price of the Lu- 
theran Year Book has been raised to 25 cents the Board resolved to pub- 
lish an Almanac for 1920 and 1921. We recommend that synod authorize 
the Board to publish the Almanac and the Kalender in conjunction with 
the Iowa Synod. 

7. A New Missionary Journal.— The officers of the Women’s 
Missionary Conference have again requested the Board to publish a 
monthly missionary journal of four pages, containing a junior depart- 
ment, in the interest of the conference. Inasmuch as the book department 
was compelled to subsidize the publication of our papers to the amount 
of $7,872.72, during the last year, the Board recommends to synod that 
the request of the conference be granted if said conference be willing to 
assume the financial obligations of publishing the proposed journal. | 

8. Publications.— If so desired the manager will submit a report 
regarding new books published during the last biennium and those now 
in preparation. ‘ 

9. Elections.—The following elections are necessary: Editors 
and associate editors for Kirchenzseitung, Standard, Lutheran Youth; 
members of the Publication Board to succeed Rev. C. C. Hein, Rev. J. 
Sheatsley, and Mr. E. V. Swickheimer, each for a term of six years.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATION BOARD. 


BRETHREN : — 
The Board met every three months for its regular meeting. 


Officers elected: G. C. Horst, president, and C. F. Mayer, secretary. 
Both have served as such within the past two years. ; 


At a meeting with representatives of the Home and Foreign Mission 
Boards, attention was drawn by the Board of Administration to action 
of Synod that all moneys contributed for Mission purposes shall be re- 
ceived by the General Treasurer, who shall be responsible for and receipt 
for same. Furthermore, to make more clear the intent of Section B. 
Duties of General Treasurer, it was resolved to amend item 3, paragraph 
A, of same, and it will, therefore, with your approval read thus: “He 
shall disburse moneys only as follows: A. To the various institutions 
in monthly installments, and to the various mission boards, when called 
for, the appropriations made by Synod, but only after official notification 
by the secretary of Synod of the various sums appropriated.” 

This change is hereby submitted for your kind consideration and 

The Board decided to pay Rev. C. F. W. Allwardt two hundred 
dollars ($200.00) in recognition of his services in connection with the 
Jubilee Campaign Fund, the amount to be taken from that fund, 
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A request of Melville Academy Board for $1,500.00 as an additional 
amount necessary to carry out the building of a double house for use of 
professors was granted, same to be covered by proper note. 

The Board further resolved that any one traveling as a represent- 
ative of Synod be requested to furnish an‘ itemized statement of his ex- 
penses. | 
A request from the Board of Luther Seminary, St. Paul, for an 
addition to their appropriation to cover an increase in salary for Prof. 
Hemminghaus, was respectfully declined with the advice that the General 
Treasurer is not authorized to exceed the appropriation allowed by Joint 
Synod for Luther Seminary or any other institution. 

Your kind attention is also drawn to the following communication 
transmitted to the editors of our church papers: “Our attention has been 
called to requests in the church papers for contributions for various pur- 
poses not regularly approved by Synod. The Board of Administration 
disapproves of solicitation of funds for work not authorized by Synod, 
such as the support of catechists, pupils and orphans in India, also orphans 
in our own institutions, etc., though we do not object to acknowledg- 
ments of moneys received for such purposes, provided such gifts have not 
been especially solicited in our church papers.” May we ask that you 
kindly assist us in carrying out this plan by a proper ruling, and also 
advise department editors accordingly. | 

According to resolution the appropriation of Joint Synod for Foreign 
Missions is $26,000.00 for the two year period. Expenditures the first 
year were $7,639.55; the second year $13,000, leaving unpaid balance due 
the Board of $5,360.45. Their present need, because of resuming activ- 
ities in the foreign field, is $10,000.00. To provide for this emergency 
the General Treasurer was authorized to pay the Board $5,000.00 in addi- 
tion to the regular allowance, same to apply to next-year’s allowance. 

The Board further resolved that the General Treasurer be authorized 
to turn over at once to the secretary of the Foreign Mission Board any 
gifts received for the schools at Tirupati and Nayudupet. : 

The Board also suggests to Joint Synod the wisdom of a request to 
the Lutheran Book Concern as to distribution of its profits; viz., on the 
former basis, $5,000.00 each for the General, the Home Missions, and the 
Board of Aids treasuries, instead of at the present rate of $3,000.00 each 
for the first two treasuries and $4,000 for the latter. 

A request to the Board from Heme Mission Board for an emer- 
gency allowance to cover unusual expenses and special salary payments 
was granted, the amount to be $3,000.00 each for July and August, a total 
of $6,000.00 over and above the regular monthly payments by the General 
Treasurer, same to apply to next year’s allowance. 


May we draw your special attention to the General Treasurer’s report 


hereto attached for the two year period atid which shows briefly the © 


pleasing facts that all appropriations for the biennium have been met with 


the exception of the appropriation for buildings for Negro Missions, the 


receipts for that purpose for the year 1918-1919 having fallen short $2,- 
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894.17. Also please note comment of Accountant Osborn as to his 
findings : 

“The cash and securities have been verified by actual inspection or 
by certificates from the depositories and I am of the opinion that all in- 
cluded in the assets are worth the value at which they are stated. 

“Besides the work already indicated in this report, all the General 
Ledger postings were checked; all checks and vouchers were examined for 
the two years ending June 30, 1920, all footings were verified, and journal 
entries inspected. 

“You are to be congratulated in having a treasurer who uses good 
judgment in making investments and looking after the needs of the va- 
rious treasuries. Considering the responsibility connected with this posi- 
tion, I consider that his salary is not up to the standard of today.

‘A further item of special note is the interest earned, due to the 
financing of our General Treasurer of approximately $3,000.00 on daily 
bank balances and investments. 

The Board also desires to recommend most highly an increase in the

sponsibilities involved, and begs to suggest that it be $3,000.00 per annum, 
effective July, 1920. | 
The terms of office of Mr. George C. Horst and Mr. F. J. Heer expire 
at this meeting.

received aid. Seventy-eight are receiving aid now. 
Contributions during the past two years increased $7,999.60 over those 
of the previous two years. Interest on Funds show an increase of $1,- 


785.68 for the same period. Amount furnished for relief shows an in- 


crease of $10,565.00. 


During the fore part of 1920 the receipts fell so far below the dis- 
bursements that the Treasury would have been empty before the meeting 
of Joint Synod had this:discrepancy continued. The Board, therefore, 
made an appeal through the church papers, which met with an immediate 
response in larger contributions. These, and a large payment from the 
Book Concern, put the Treasury into the excellent condition the report 
shows. 


As expenditures for aid now average $1,460.00 per month, a falling 


off in receipts soon works a serious depletion in the funds available for 
the relief so sorely needed by the aged, the widows and the orphans.

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REQUEST OF THE MEN’S MISSIONARY CONFERENCE. 


By unanimous resolution of the Men’s Missionary Conference, held 
at Wheeling, W. Va., May 18-19, 1920, a committee consisting of Mr. 
Otto Schenck, Mr. Walter Demmler, Mr. Robert Pfeiffer, Rev. R. E. 
Golladay and Rev. O. C. Mees was appointed to execute, through the 
regular channels of Joint Synod, a campaign for funds sufficient to 
properly equip and endow the educational institutions of Synod. :

and laymen who love their church, to meet the needs and wage a suc- 
cessful campaign for no less than one million dollars. 

Therefore the committee most urgently petitions Joint Synod to 
sanction the action of the Men’s Missionary Conference and authorize 
the committee appointed to proceed with the plans which this committee 
respectfully offers to Joint Synod for its approval.

ACTION OF THE SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


A. PRESIDENT’S COMMUNICATION. 
I. PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
(Official Reports, pp. 1-4.) 

Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted. 

1. We agree with the President that these are times of 
dissatisfaction, unrest and sore distress, and that mén in many 
_ cases instead of coming to the only source of help, turn away 
from the Word and the Church. 

2. As these ills are found not only in our own land but also 
abroad, it behooves us to pray more earnestly and to labor more 
diligently for the kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ, both in our 
own land and in foreign lands. 

3. We protest against that spirit which, in the “land of 
the free”, forbids the children to worship God in the language of 
their fathers. 

4. We recognize the fact that we have unity in the faith, 
and should have oneness of purpose and uniformity in action, 
if we are to accomplish the work for which the Lord has bound 
us together in one Synod. 


Il. PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
(Official Reports, pp. 4-6.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 

A. With reference to the National Lutheran Council, be 
it resolved : 

1. That we approve the action of our General President 
with regard to the National Lutheran Council in the past. 

2._ That we continue our membership in the National Lu- 
theran Council and our co-operation with it for’ the present, 
within the limits originally set for that organization, i. ¢., in 
externals only. 
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B. Intersynodical Relations: 


1. Inasmuch as the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica at its last convention adopted a resolution to the effect that a 
conference be held among representatives of said Synod, the 
Augustana Synod and the Ohio Synod; and inasmuch as in 
answer to this invitation a meeting of leading representatives of 
the three bodies named, and also of the lowa Synod, was held 
in Chicago, July 27th of this year, at which the desire was ex- 
pressed that efforts should be made to bring about a closer rela- 
tion among these bodies; and inasmuch as several of our Dis- 
tricts have expressed a similar desire, therefore be it resolved: 
That the President of Joint Synod be authorized to appoint a 
standing committee to confer with like committees of these 
bodies with a view to a closer relation. 


2. Since the General President requested us to nominate 
the standing committee referred to, be it resolved that said com- 
mittee consist of the General President and the western vice- 
president, and that these two shall have the power to choose a 
third member, who shall assist them, if they deem this necessary. 


3. In accordance with the advice of the General President 
(O. R. p. 5, B, a) we recommend that delegates be sent to the 
coming conventions of the lowa Synod, the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America and the Augustana Synod. 


4. Respecting a closer cooperation with the Iowa Synod 
we recommend that the suggestion of the General President 
(O. R. p. 5, B, b) be adopted, viz., that in response to a request 
by our Iowa brethren a committee be appointed to confer with 
them on questions looking to a closer union and to some 
cooperation in such work as the two bodies have in hand. 


Respecting the communication of the Washington District 
(O. R. p. 110, item 1) be it resolved that we do not consider 
the merging of the mission boards of the two Synods as feasible. 


5. Seeing that the report of the Intersynodical Committee 
shows that gratifying progress has been made in the conferences 
with the representatives of the Synodical Conference, be it 
resolved that we express our joy that the work is progressing 
well and request that the same committee be continued. 


6. Inasmuch as the General President has two vice-presi- 


dents whom he may consult, and also may consult others, be it 
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resolved that we do not consider it advisable to appoint an Ad- 
visory Board for the Presidency. (See O. R. p. 6, F, c). 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING. 


Item II—A was discussed at some length. The General 
President explained the grounds on which his recommendation 
to continue to labor in conjunction with the National Lutheran 
Council is based. He admitted that the Council had made mis- 
takes and pointed out what they had been, but stated that he had 
voted against them at the meeting of the Council. He called 
attention especially to the necessity gf our continuing in the 
Council in order that we may have a voice in the matter of 
applying the funds of which our Synod has contributed many 
thousands of dollars. Cooperation with the Council was also 
made necessary to the end that our Church might deal with the 
Government and secure access to our soldiers in camp and hos- 
pitals and on the field of battle during the war. Besides, the 
organization of the Council was the natural result of our own 
efforts to establish a confederation of all Lutherans to defend 
our rights in the face of the forces arrayed against us. 

In this connection Doctor G. B. Stub, President of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America, was given an opportunity 
to address Synod with reference to the National Lutheran Coun- 
cil and its activities. He emphasized the fact that he and the 
Synod he represents have done and are doing all they can to 
keep the N. L. C. in line with genuine Lutheran practice. He 
declared himself as orthodox a Lutheran as anybody and as 
jealous of the doctrines and principles of our Church. At a free 
conference held in Chicago in March, 1919, by members of the 
National Lutheran Council an agreement was reached on -cer- 
tain propositions expressive of fundamental principles. These 
propositions have been laid before the various bodies represented 
at the Conference. In case these propositions should be rejected 
by any of the Synods a new grouping would of course be neces- 
sary. The propositions were now laid before our Synod and 
referred to “the theological professors here present, who later 
submitted the following report: 

“We approve these pronouncements because their accépt- 
ance by the respective bodies is an indication of conservative 
Lutheranism.” 
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Matters having thus been cleared up, Item A—1 and 2 was 
adopted. 

In this connection the question was also raised as to what 
our attitude toward the Lutheran Brotherhood of America 
should be. It was admitted that for the most part the purpose 
of the Brotherhood had been attained. At the same time it was 
thought that in view of other questions that are constantly aris- 
ing and the fact that the Government can be dealt with only 
through the Brotherhood and the National Lutheran Council it 
would be unwise to give up all connection with these bodies. 


However, no special resolution was passed respecting the Broth- 
erhood. 


THESES ADOPTED AT CHICAGO IN MARCH, 1919, BY MEM- 
BERS OF THE NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL. 


All Lutheran bodies represented in the National Lutheran 
Council are agreed in the fundamental doctrine that the canon- 


ical books of the Old and the New Testament are the inspired 


and inerrant Word of God, and the only rule of faith, doctrine 
and practice, and 

That the Unaltered Augsburg Confession and Luther's 
Small Catechism present a true exposition of doctrines contained 
in Holy Scripture, and, therefore, without reservation, acknow!- 
edge them as their confession; but 

Because even in the Lutheran Church at large disputes and 
controversies about specific doctrines have disturbed our Church 
more or less, we regard it both as a duty and as a privilege to 


_ declare our position in regard to the following 


Doctrines. 

1) In regard to Christ, redemption and reconciliation : 

Jesus Christ, God and Man, has not for the benefit of, but 
in the place of the human race, taken upon Himself the sins of 
the world with the just penalties for them. In the place of the 
world and for its benefit, He has, by His holy life, fulfilled the 
law, and, by His suffering and death, by His blood, paid the pen- 
alty for the whole world from the guilt and punishment of sin, 
and brought about the reconciliation of the triune God, whose 
wrath had come upon mankind on account of sin, and whose 
justice required satisfaction. 
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2) In regard to the Gospel: 

The Gospel is not only a story, a narrative of what Jesus 
Christ has done, but at the same time it offers and gives the 
result of the work of Christ—above all, forgiveness of sin. Yea, 
it even at the same time gives the power to accept what it offers. 

3) In regard to absolution: 

Absolution does not essentially differ from the forgiveness 
of sins offered by the Gospel. The only difference is that abso- 
lution is the direct application of forgiveness of sins to the indi- 
vidual desiring the consolation of the Gospel. Absolution is not 
a judgment passed by the pastor on those being absolved, declar- 
ing that they now have forgiveness. 

4) In regard to Baptism and the Gospel:, 

The Holy Ghost works regeneration of the sinner both 
through Baptism and through the Gospel. Both are, therefore, 
justly called means of regeneration. 

5) In regard to Justification: 

Justification is not an act in man but an act by God in 
heaven, declaring the repentant and believing just, or stating 
that he is regarded as such on account of the imputation of the 
righteousness of Christ by faith. 

6) In regard to faith: 

Faith is not in any measure a human effort. Faith is an 
act of man in so far as it is man who believes. But the power 
to believe and the act of believing are God’s work and gift in the 
human soul or heart. 

7) In regard to conversion : 

Conversion, as the word is commonly used in our Lutheran 
Confessions, comprises contrition and faith, produced by the law 
and the Gospel. If man is not converted, the responsibility and 
guilt fall on him, because he, in spite of God’s all sufficient grace 
- through the eall, would not, according to the words of Christ in 
Matthew 23:37: How often would I have gathered thy children 
together, even as a hen gathereth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not! 


If man is converted, the glory belongs to God alone, whose 
work of grace it is throughout. Before conversion or in con- 
version, there is no cooperation of man, but at the very moment 
man is converted, cooperation begins through the new powers 
given in conversion; though this co-operation is never independ- 
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ent of the Holy Spirit, but always to such an extent and so long » 


as God by His Holy Spirit rules, guides, and leads him. 
8) In regard to election: The causes of election to salva- 
tion are the mercy of God and the most holy merit of Christ; 


nothing in us on account of which God has elected us to eternal 
life. 


On the one hand we reject all forms of synergism which in 
any way would deprive God of His glory as the only Saviour. 
On the other hand, we reject all forms of Calvinism which 
directly or indirectly would conflict with the order of salvation, 
and would not give to all a-full and equally great opportunity of 
salvation, or which in any manner would violate the Word of God 
which says: That God will have all men to be saved and to come 
unto the knowledge of the truth. 1 Tim. 2:4. 


Practice. 


1) It lies within the nature of the affairs proposed for 
adjustment, and in the authority such as this body is vested with, 
that the articles laid down can only be of an advisory and not 
of any legislative or mandatory force. 


2) The difficulties to be adjusted being due largely to a 
divergency of views touching the life of the Church and its 
work, it is hoped that wherever shortcomings are met with, 
these will be ascribed to the mind rather than to the heart; and 
this in accord with 1 Cor. 13. 


3) The Lutheran Church does not believe - claim that 
it is the Holy Catholic Church, or that it is the only saving 
Church. On the contrary, it believes that true Christians are 
found in every denomination which has so much of divine truth 
revealed in Holy Scripture that children of God can be born in it. 
But the Lutheran Church believes that in all essentials, it is the 
Apostolic Church, with the Word of God in its purity and the 
Sacraments as instituted by our Lord. 


Our Church, therefore, regards it a matter of principle that 
its members attend services in their own churches, that their 
children be baptized by their own pastors, and that they partake 
of the Holy Supper at their own altars, and that pulpit and altar 
fellowship with pastors and people of other confessions are to be 
avoided, as contrary to a true and consistent Lutheranism. 
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4) Any association or society which has religious exer- 
cises, from which the name of the Triune God or the name of 
Jesus as a matter of principle is excluded, or which teaches sal- 
vation through works, must, according to Holy Scripture, be re- 
garded as in its very nature incompatible with the faith and con- 
fession of the Christian Church, and more especially the Lu- | 
theran Church, whether this be realized or not. | 

We promise each other that it shall be our earnest purpose 
to give a fearless testimony and do our utmost to place our re- 
spective church bodies in the right Christian position in this 
matter. 

Item B—1 and 2 was also adopted together with the follow- 
ing resolution: | 

Resolved, That these Theses (respecting the N. L. C.) serve. | 
as a basis for the deliberations of colloquium committees of our - 
Synod and of the Augustana Synod and for similar colloquium , 
committees of our Synod and of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America with a view to establishing cour, fellowship between 
the respective bodies. 


Item B—3 was adopted. The committee appointed to at- 
tend the coming convention of the Iowa Synod consists of Revs. 
C. C. Hein and W. F. Kerl. 

Item B— 4 was likewise adopted, with the understanding 
that the General President appoint the committee referred to. 


Item B—s was adopted after the Intersynodical Committee 
had submitted an oral report. In this connection it was resolved 
that both the Theses on Conversion and those on Predestination | 
that have been unanimously accepted be printed in our minutes, | 
in order that they may be discussed by our various conferences. 
Item B—6 was adopted. 


REPORT OF THE INTERSYNODICAL COMMITTEE. 


After a number of Conferences held by the official repre- 
sentatives of the various synods concerned we are able to submit 
the following gratifying report: 

1. At Chicago the doctrine of Conversion was thoroughly 
discussed and the herewith submitted Theses were unanimously 

_adopted. We are of the opinion that all the various members of 
the committee are really agreed on the doctrine of Conversion. 
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2. Respecting the doctrine of Election several propositions 
were also discussed and gratifying progress toward unity was 
made, but on this matter the discussions have not advanced far 
enough to enable us to submit any finally accepted Theses, 

3. In view of these facts we recommend to all the Synods 
concerned that the discussions be continued in the manner thus 
far pursued, so that by the grace of God the desired end may be 
attained. 

THESES ON CONVERSION. 
Man’s Conduct Toward the Converting and Saving Grace of God. 

1. Since the fall man is by nature flesh (John 3:6) and 
hence the enemy of God (Rom. 8:7). His understanding is 
darkened (1 Cor. 2:14), his will is turned away from God and 
directed to the evil only (John 8:34; 2 Tim. 2:26), he is dead 
in trespasses and sins (Eph. 2:1). Accordingly man of himself 
is incapable and incompetent as to all good. He wills and is able 
to do the evil only, that which is against God. This is the con- 
dition of all men by nature without exception (Rom. 3:12; F. C, 
589 :7). 

2. To such spiritually dead men and enemies of God comes 
God the Holy Spirit with the preaching of His Word, and withal 
of free grace. He wishes by means of the preaching of the Law 
to bring them to a knowledge of their sins and the wrath of God, 
and by means of the preaching of the Gospel to work in them 
the knowledge of salvation by the freé grace of God in Christ 
Jesus, and thus to convert them to Himself. It is God’s gracious 
will, which is equally sincere toward all men, that all be helped 
and that all of them come to a knowledge of the truth (1 Tim, 
2:4). 

Remark : 

Conversion, identical with repentance, embraces, according 
to A. C. Art. 12, two parts, contrition and faith, and-is wrought 
by. the Holy Spirit through the Law and the Gospel; according . 
to F. C. 601:54, when man through the preaching of the Law 
sees his sins and God’s wrath and experiences in his heart true 
terrors, repentance and sorrow, and through the preaching anc 
consideration of the holy Gospel concerning the gracious for 
giveness of sins in Christ, a spark of faith is kindled in his hear 
which accepts the forgiveness of sins for Christ’s sake and cos 
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forts itself with the promise of the Gospel. Compare also pp. 
98 :61-62 ; 171 :28; 173 :44 ff. 

3. To this gracious operation of the Holy Spirit on his 
heart the natural man does by no means give a kindly reception 
(Rom. 9:16; F. C. 589:7), but resists it. He can do nothing else 
than resist it, since he is incompetent to all good, inimical to ' 
God and a servant of sin (Rom. 8:7; F. C. §92:17-18; 598:44). 
He resists the grace of God with all his might, knowingly, will- 
ingly (F. C. 593:21) and inimically (F. C. 593:18 and 22). 
Of himself his entire aim is only to frustrate God’s gracious 
operation upon him. This is the conduct of all men by nature / 
toward the gracious operation of God in the Word, so far as a |} 
their will and ability are concerned. 


4. This resistance to God’s Word and grace expresses and 
manifests itself very differently in individual persons, according 
to their characteristic peculiarities or external circumstances, but 
in its essence it is the same in all men. In its real essence it is 
nothing else than wnwillingness for grace, a rebellion against 
God and His grace (F. C. 609:88). This resistance flows from 
the innate evil nature of man, from original sin, and consists in 
this, that man knowingly and intentionally resists grace with 
hostility (F. C. 593:2). Over against the grace of God in the 
Word all men by nature are in the same guilt (in eadem culpa) 
(Rom. 3:23-24); that is, they all by nature conduct themselves 
only evilly toward God’s Word and grace. This is true equally 
concerning those who by the grace of God are converted and 
those who by their guilt are lost (F. C. 716:57-58). 

5. This resistance the natural man cannot refrain from, 
break or hinder, or even diminish. Man is and remains inimical 
to God and resists God’s Word and will, until he comes to faith 
in Christ and thus is converted (F. C. 589:5; 590:11-12; 593:21; 
602:59). Neither can man refrain from this resistance by means 
of spiritual powers which God as it were imparted to him before 
conversion and which he then made use of. That would pre- 

- suppose that man after all by nature or even before his conver- 
sion has the will to be converted and also the ability to accept 
and use aright the spiritual power offered him in the Word. 

6. Man does indeed, even before he comes to faith, receive 
various impressions from the operation of the Law and the Gos- 
pel on his heart, all kinds of impulses from which he cannot with- 
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. draw (motus inevitabiles; Mark 6:20; Luke 4:22; Acts 24:25; 
i John 16:8-11). But these impressions man undergoes through 
| _ the operation of God externally, without, yea against his will. 
Before his regeneration no internal change for the good takes 

i place in man, as if man so to speak were previously made able 
aa through the operation of grace to submit to the grace of God, to 
| conduct himself passively toward grace, to permit the grace of 
God to operate further on him, and so forth (1 Cor. 2:14). On 
it the contrary, man of himself does all he can to escape from 
eh these impressions, to suppress these impulses. His will remains 
a the same stubborn, God-hating will until God renews it. There 
a is no intermediate state between being converted and being un- 
converted, between spiritual death and spiritual life (F. C. 602: 


59; 593 :20-21). 
if 7. God alone, by the exceeding greatness of His power, 
can overcome in man this resistance to His grace and Word 
(Eph. 1:19; 2:5-10; Rom. 9:16). This He-does by bringing 
ih man, who by the Law has learned to know his ruined condition 
‘a and is terrified by the wrath of God, by means of the Gospel to 
7 faith in his Saviour and drawing him to Himself, raising him 
, from spiritual death and regenerating and renewing him (Eph. 
2:8-9; F. C. 609:87; 603:61). But conversion does not take 
| place by means of irresistible grace, or, what is the same by 
fh compulsion ; admittedly it consists in just this: that God through 
5 : the Gospel makes of his stubborn will an obedient will, changes 
unwilling into willing men (F. C. 603:60; 609:87-88). 
8. When a man comes to faith his conduct toward God’s 
Word and grace becomes altogether different. By the power of 
. God, who works in him both to will and to do, man willingly 
gives assent. There arise in him truly good spiritual impulses 
and movements, the new spiritual life. Immediately he begins 
to fear, love and trust in God. He goes about exercising daily 
repentance and cooperates in the good works which the Holy 
Spirit brings about in him (F. C. 603 :63; 604:65-66; 605 :70; 
409 :88). To be sure there remains also in the regenerate a stub- - 
bornness, a resistance against God’s Word and grace. They 
carry their sinful flesh with them until they die. But God has 
‘created in them the new man, who serves God willingly. In the 
regenerate, and in them alone, there is a constant conflict, the 
conflict between spirit and flesh, in which conflict the spirit by 
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the grace of God prevails and overcomes the flesh, so long as the 
Christian clings by faith to God’s Word and grace (F. C. 608: 
84-85 ; Gal. 5:17; Rom. 7:23 and 25). 

9. It is God alone that by His grace in the Word can and 
does convert dead men and make them live. But alas not all 
men are converted and saved. This is in no way due to God. 
His grace is universal, it is sufficient for all, and efficacious in 
all who hear His Word. God gives through the preaching of 
His Word an opportunity to all who hear it to be converted and 
saved. God wishes to be efficacious in all, to give to all strength 
and ability to accept His Word by faith (F. C. 710:29). But 
God’s grace does not work irresistibly. Man can resist it and 
block the way against the Holy Spirit and His gracious opera- 
tion, so that He cannot work in him. Whoever continually and 
persistently resists the Holy Spirit; whoever continually and 
maliciously reject the grace of God, will not be converted but 
will perish by his own fault (F. C. 602:57-60; 713 :40-42). 

10. Accordingly we confess: 


a) That conversion is wholly and solely the work of divine 
grace, a work that man by nature cannot but resist, until God 
bestows on him the gift of faith;: 


b) That God sincerely desires to do and effect this work 
in all men, but does not and cannot effect it (F. C. 608:83) in 
the case of all those who, and that by their own fault, maliciously 
persist in their resistance, forever hardening and embittering 
their hearts therein, thus heaping guilt on guilt, the more earn- 
estly God labors at them with His Word, until finally God’s 
judgment against hardened and impenitent sinners comes upon 
them (Matt. 23:37).

NEGATIVE THESES ON THE DOCTRINE OF ELECTION. 
As Adopted by the Intersynodical Committee. 


Thesis 4. The idea that God has elected us Christians unto 
salvation in preference to others (prae alliis), namely, by giving 
us in addition to the universal grace which exists for all men 


-_and is efficacious an entirely special grace, that is, “an election: 


grace,” with which He infallibly leads us unto salvation in pref- 
erence to others, is found neither in Ephesians I nor anywhere 
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else in the Scriptures, and it is contrary to Scripture to call this 
the mystery of election. 


Thesis 5. To say that it is due to election that the means of 
grace effect conversion and salvation in some and not in others is 
contrary to Scripture, for thereby contradictory wills are fic- 
titiously ascribed to God and the objective efficacy of the means 
of grace is denied. 

Thesis 6. It is also contrary to Scripture to say that it is a 
divine mystery, that is, a mystery in God, why the Gospel fails 
to produce saving faith in some. Although nothing is said on 
this matter in Ephesians I, it is nevertheless taught by our Lord 
Jesus in Matthew XXII and in many other places and passages 
of the Holy Scriptures that this failure is due to the stubborn 
and wilful resistance of men. 


B. EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 


1. We rejoice with gratitude toward God over the flour- 
ishing condition of our Educational Institutions. 


2. In answer to the question of our General President 
(O. R. p. 5, C, b) we would reply that it“is our conviction 
that our Educational Institutions are conscientiously striving to 
fulfill the objects set forth in their respective constitutions. 


3. Relative to the consolidation Or separation of our sem- 
inaries we recommend: 

a. That Joint Synod make no change at present in regard 
to our theological seminaries. 

b. That the college and seminary at Columbus be locally 
separated through the erection of a Divinity Hall at Columbus. 


4. We recommend that Synod grant the request of the 
Women’s Missionary Conference for permission to build a Girls’ 
Dormitory at Capital University, and that at the same time reci- 
tation facilities be provided; the Girls’ School to be as far as 
possible independent of Capital University. 

5. In answer to the petition of the Wisconsin District 
(O. R. p. 109, item 2) we recommend that the present rule be 
not changed, seeing that such cases can, if mecessary, be pro- 
vided for out of our beneficiary treasuries. 
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ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING. 


Item 1 was adopted. 

In connection with Item 2 a lengthy discussion was en- 
gaged in. Attention was called to the purposes and needs of our 
schools of higher education. Emphasis was laid on the fact that 
their purpose is to prepare young men for the office of teachers 
and preachers and pastors in the Church and that the utmost 
possible efforts should be made to arrange the courses of study 
and the methods and habits of teaching in such a manner as to 
equip the graduates from our seminaries with the ability to serve 
in our congregations not only through the medium of the Eng- 
lish but also through that of the German language and to make 
use of the three learned languages in order to secure the greatest 
possible efficiency in their work as pastors and leaders in the 
Church in general. The conviction was expressed by many of the 
speakers that there is room for considerable improvement along 
the lines indicated and that in whichever of our institutions 
such improvement is necessary and feasible earnest and per- 
sistent efforts should be made to introduce it. Hereupon Item 2 
was adopted. 

Item 3 was also discussed at some length and adopted after 
the the situation had been explained in its various phases. 

Item 4 was also adopted, it being expressly stated by the 
secretary of the committee that the expenses connected with the 
providing of recitation facilities are also to be paid by the Wo- 


. men’s Missionary Conference. 


Il. THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, 0. 
(Official Reports, pp. 7 and 8.) _ 
Report of Prelimmary Committee as Adopted. 


1. We are glad to note that so many theological students 
are enrolled in our seminary at Columbus, that during the last 
two years 37 have entered the ministry, and that the future of 
the seminary looks so bright. We also rejoice that the wish of 
Synod to provide for the practical theological education of men 
without collegiate attainments has been complied with. 

2.. Referring to the petition of the English District (O. R. 
p. 109, item 2) we reply that the short course at Capital Uni- 
versity suffices. 
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3. We thank God for the many blessings conferred upon 
our seminary, college and Synod at large by the life and labors 
of the sainted Prof. F. W. Stellhorn, D. D., for so many years 
a teacher in our institution at Columbus. Let us hold him in 
grateful remembrance and conserve the blessings that have been 
bestowed upon us through his work. 

4. Resolved, That with thanks to God and the kind donor, 
Mr. Otto Schenk, we receive the noble gift of $100,000.00 for a 
new building at Capital University, which is to be used for a 
Divinity Hall as long as Synod leaves the seminary at Columbus, 
Ohio. May others be thus incited to similar deeds of liberality. 

5. Resolved, That we gratefully acknowledge the gift of 
450 valuable books from the library of the sainted Dr. Stellhorn 
for the seminary library, and rejoice that said library is proving 
such a valuable adjunct to our institution. 


II. CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, COLUMBUS, O.

2. We approve the action of the Board in sending a com- 
missioner to India, and hope that the Lord will crown his efforts 
with success. | 

3. We approve of what the Board has done in reference to 
the Lutheran Foreign Missions Conference and urge continued 
participation in the same. We note with pleasure that a mem- 
ber of our Board has been placed on the committee for the dis- 
tribution of the emergency funds which have been raised for the 
relief of the imperilled foreign German missions. 

4. We herewith express our approval of the constitution of 
the Lutheran Foreign Missions Conference. 

5. We recommend that the request of the Board to be rep- 
resented at the annual meetings of the Foreign Missions Con- 
ference of North America, in an advisory capacity, be granted. 

6. We recommend the appropriation of $30,000.00 per an- 
num for Foreign Mission work. 

7. We recommend that the Board of Foreign Missions be 
authorized to appoint a salaried secretary as soon as in its judg- 
ment this becomes necessary for the efficient administration of 
the work.

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING. 
Items 1 and 2 were adopted; also Items 3 and 4. 


The constitution of the Lutheran Foreign Missions Con- 
ference was laid before Synod and approved. In this connection 
it was pointed out that the world war had made it impossible for 
the German missionary societies to continue their work in India 
and South Africa; that the new and great tasks thus arising had 
led the Lutheran Synods of this country to form a Foreign Mis- | 
sions Conference in order that the desired ends might be at- 
tained. This Conference, however, is merely an advisory body. 
Our Board found it advisable to take part in the proceedings of 
this Conference and submitted the following ae 


CONSTITUTION 
Article I. Name. | 
This body shall be known as The Lutheran Foreign Missions 
Conference of America. 
Article Il. Purpose. 
This Conference is constituted to consider the external in- 


terests which the various Lutheran Foreign Mission Boards have 
in common. All its resolutions shall be advisory only. 


Article III, Meetings. 
a) The Annual Meeting of this Conference shall be held 
on the first Wednesday of February. 
b) Other meetings may be held at the call of the officers. 


Article IV. Membership. 


Every American Lutheran Mission Board desiring member- 
ship in this Conference and subscribing to its Constitution and 
By-Laws shall be entitled to one vote. Every Board may be 
represented by as many members as it may desire. The National 
Lutheran Council shall be entitled to membership in this Con- 
ference. 
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Article V. Officers. 


a) The officers of this Conference shall be a President, a - 


Vice-President, a Secretary and a Treasurer who shall perform 
the duties of these officers and shall constitute a program com- 
mittee to make preparations for all meetings of the Conference. 


b) These officers shall be elected by ballot at each Annual 


Meeting and shall hold office until their successors shall have been 


elected. 
Article VI. Finances. 


- a) Each Board shall be responsible for the expenses of its 
own delegates. 
b) Common expenses shall be paid by resolution of this 
Conference. | 
c) Each Board holding membership in the Conference 
shall pay an Annual Fee “of Ten Dollars. ; 


a) The presence of the representation of one-half of the 
Boards holding membership in the Conference shall constitute 
a quorum. 


b) This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote 
of the Boards represented at any session of the Conference, pro- 
vided notice of the proposed amendment has been given in writ- 
ing to the Boards holding membership in the Conference at least 
one month before the vote is called for. 


Item 5 gave rise to the question as to what our relation to 
the Lutheran Foreign Missions Conference involves. It was ex- 
plained that the new ruling of the British government will make 
it impossible for our missionaries to enter countries under its 
control unless we receive the approval of said Conference for the 
men we wish to send. Our relation to it concerns externals 
only and does not involve a sacrifice of our principles. It is not 
the object of our Board to become a member of the Conference, 
nevertheless it is our privilege to take part in its deliberations. 
On the basis of this explanation Item 5 was adopted. 


Items 6 to 9 inclusive were adopted without further debate. 
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LUTHERAN ORIENT MISSION. 


The representative of this Mission, Rev. H. Mackensen of 
the Buffalo Synod, was given an opportunity to address Synod 
in behalf of this important enterprise. He gave a vivid descrip- 
tion of its needs and the earnestness of the appeal it makes for 
the introduction of Christian schools. The opportunities to help 
those distant people were so favorable that all Lutheran Chris- 
tians should take part in the Mission. Synod resolved that the 
Committee on Missions take action on Rev. Mackensen’s address 
and present propositions with reference to it for our considera- 
tion. At a subsequent session the committee reported the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted: 


Resolved, That we encourage the prosecution of the work 
of the Lutheran Orient Mission in Kurdistan and suggest that 
individual pastors may feel free to serve, in an informal way, 
as may be desirable, upon the Board of the Mission, and that 
our congregations may be encouraged to aid in the support of 
the work without in any way curtailing their support of the reg- 
ular synodical work.

PROFITS OF THE BOOK CONCERN. 

1. a. We are gratified that such a handsome profit was 
realized during the past two years, and we heartily commend 
the manager for the efficient manner in which the business was 
conducted. 

b. We approve of the action of the Board in creating the 
office of an assistant to the manager. 

c. We recommend that Synod appropriate $10,000 per an- 
num of the profits of the Lutheran Book Concern for the treas- 
uries of Synod. 

d. We recommend that for the next two years $5,000 per 
annum be appropriated to the Board of Aids and the balance be 
equally divided between the Home Mission Treasury and the 
General Treasury. 
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PERIODICALS. 


2. A. We recommend that the price and size of both 
Kirchenzeitung and Standard be left as it is at present for one 
year and at that time let the Publication Board make such 
changes in price and size as they deem necessary. 

B. We recommend that the action of the Board by which 
the Lutheran Louth was reduced in size to an eight-page paper, 
Qx12, be approved by Synod.

Magazine. 

b. We hope that the Iowa Synod will accept the proposi- 
tion of amalgamating the magazines. 

c. We recommend that there be two editors for the joint 
Theological Magazine, one from the Iowa Synod and one from 
the Ohio Synod; the Iowa editor to have charge of the German 
department and the Ohio editor of the English department, and 
that each be responsible for his respective department. 


WINNIPEG BRANCH. 

3. At the urgent request of the Canada District we rec- 
ommend that the Lutheran Book Concern Branch at Winnipeg 
shall be continued, but under more efficient management, and that 
the Canada District see that the rule of Joint Synod, concerning 
the collection of outstanding accounts, is enforced.

5. We recommend that the Board grant the request of the 
Women’s Missionary Conference in accordance with point seven, 
O. R., p. 58. 

6. At the urgent request of the Manager we recommend 
that hereafter the financial report of the Lutheran Book Concern 
shall not be published in the minutes, but that an annual statement 
be sent to all pastors and congregations. 


7. On information of the Manager of Lutheran Book Con- 
cern that more ground is needed for drayage convenience we rec- 
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ommend that the Board be given authority to lease or purchase 
the necessary adjoming ground in part or in whole. 

8. On information of the Manager of Lutheran Book Con- 
cern that it is impossible under present conditions to get binding 
done promptly and satisfactorily, we recommend that the Publi- 
cation Board be authorized to get a bindery of its own as soon as 
possible. 
9. We recommend, on request of the Texas District, that 
the Board shall print Certificates of Membership to be issued by 
the Districts to all congregations who are members or wish to . 
become members of Synod. 

10. Resolved, That the request of the Kansas-Nebraska Dis- 
trict, to add to our Parochial Report a rubric giving the number 
of our students from congregations, be granted. 

11. We recommend that hereafter the financial reports be 
printed in English only and appear in the same form also in the 
(German reports.

1. We thank God that our General Treasury has been able 
to meet all appropriations as well as to make extra ones during 
the past two years. 7 

2. Weare also thankful for the handsome increase of inter- 
est bearing funds in the amount of $137,951.08. 

In connection with Itent 2 the General President reported 
that the sum total of Synod’s funds now amounts to $852,933.55. 
If from this the Jubilee Collection is subtracted, there still re- 
mains an interest bearing tund of more than half a million dollars.

We also recomniend that the salary of the super- 
intendent be raised to $1,200.00.

j. Grace Sanatorium, San Antonio, Texas.............. 9,000.00 
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Before action was taken on these appropriations the General 
President addressed Synod and called attention to the nature of 
the funds from which our appropriations must be paid. Said 
funds differ from those at the disposal of Congress at Washing- 
ton. They can truly be called the Treasury of the Lord, the ad- 
ministration of which is a sacred trust. We should never forget 
that we are handling the Lord’s money and that we are not em- 
powered to do with it what we please, but must use it according 
to His will. The collection of the funds must be made in the 
same spirit. Our people are to be appealed to in the name of the 
Lord to do the Lord’s work. Those who enjoy the use of the 
funds at our disposal should be on their guard against a mercenary 
spirit that is ever asking: What shall I receive therefor? Be- 
sides, while we are raising salaries in view of the inflation of 
our currency we should not fail to make provision against the 
time of deflation and a consequent fall in the cost of living. 


Ill. VARIOUS OTHER FINANCIAL MATTERS. 


Report of the Preliminary Committee. 
1. Salaries of Professors, Etc. 


We recommend that the schedule of the Board of Capital 
University with reference to the salaries of professors (O. R.., 
p. 9, sec. 9) be adopted, so that 


a. The President of Capital University shall receive 
$3000.00 per annum and a dwelling free of rent; and 
that 

b. The President of Luther Seminary, St. Paul, Minn., 
shall receive a salary of $3000.00 per annum. 

c. The maximum salary of college professors shall be the 
same as that of a seminary professor. 

d. The maximum salary shall be fixed at $2400.00. 

e. Instructors in colleges and academies shall receive sal- 
aries ranging from $1000.00 to $1800.00 per annum ; 
assistant prefessors in colleges and theological semin- 
aries, salaries ranging from $1800.00 to $2100.00; full 
professors in colleges and. theological seminaries, sal- 
aries ranging from $2100.00 to $2400.00. 

f. We further recommend that these increases of salary go 
into effect Sept. 1, 1920, and that the rents of all 
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residences belonging to Synod and occupied by our 
professors or instructors be raised by the respective 
Boards according to local values, but not less than 
33 1/3% of their presént rating. 

g. We recommend a special appropriation of $800.00 per 
annum for salary of the treasurer of Capital Univer- 
sity and of $300.00 per annum for salary of the reg- 

| istrar. 

h. Finally we recommend that the salary of the General 
President of Joint Synod be increased to $3500.00. 


2. Board of Administration. 
(Official Reports, p. 58.) 

a. Your committee recommends that section 2 of the rules 
and regulations governing the Board of Administration be amend- 
ed so as to read as follows: The members shall be: the Presi- 
dent of Joint Synod, or a Vice-President designated by the Presi- 
dent to act in his stead and six other persons of whom four shall 
be laymen and two shall be pastors. The term of office shall be 
four years. Every two years two lay members and one clerical 
member shall be elected. 

b. We propose the names of R. E. Golladay and H. G. 
Schmidt as clerical members of the Board of Administration, the 
former to serve for four years and the latter for two years. 

c. We recommend that the second paragraph of section 4 
of the rules and regulations of the Board of Administration be 
changed so to read as follows: 

For this purpose this Board of Administration shall be au- 
thorized, and it is hereby authorized by Synod, according to its 
directions, to acquire real estate and to sell, lease or otherwise dis- 
pose of the same, to purchase and sell stocks, bonds and other 
securities, and to have full power to manage all property en- 
trusted to it according to its best judgment. 

d. We recommend that in matters pertaining to the Board 
‘ of Administration the Power of Attorney be given to the Vice- 
President. 

e. Resolved, That in case of financial adversity the Board 
of Administration shall have the power to decrease all increased 
appropriations made by Synod to Boards and to reduce all sal- 
aries which have been increased. 
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f. We note and appreciate the-efficient work of our General 
Treasurer, Mr. Geo, L. Conrad, and the successful way in which 
he carries on the work of his office. Therefore we approve the 
recommendation of the Administration Board to increase his 
salary to $3000.00 per annum. 

g. Respecting the duties of the General Treasurer we ap- 
prove the amendment suggested by the Board of Administration 
to insert the phrase “when called for” in section B, item 3, para- 
graph A (O. R., p. 58). | 

h. We call attention to the regulations laid down by Joint 
Synod with reference to special appeals for money, and we hereby 
censure all violations of these regulations and admonish the 
editors of our church papers to observe these rules rigidly 
hereafter. 


3. We recommend that the General Treasurer be requested 
to send to each congregation a budget (in the sense of an aim) 
based upon the sum total of all appropriations.for benevolences, 
this budget to represent the minimum sum required to raise our 
appropriations and to be in a form which will help our people 
to become acquainted with the financial needs of Synod. 


4. To hasten the introduction of more successful methods 
in our congregations in the raising of moneys for their own cur- 
rent expenses and for the work of Synod, we draw the attention 
of our pastors to the offer of our General Treasurer, Mr. Geo. 
L. Conrad, 57 East Main St., Columbus, O., to furnish at actual 
cost of printing a copy of “A Guide in Church Finance,” by Rev. 
S. A. Stein, D. D., to each family connected with our Synod. 
We suggest that each District appoint a finance committee whose 
business it shall be to assist in the improvement of congregational 
finances. 

5. We request all our congregations to buy their collection 
envelopes from our Lutheran Book Concern. 

6. We hereby authorize the Board of Administration to 
lease for 99 years the real estate at 51 E. Rich St., Columbus, O..- 
and move that the General President be authorized to sign the 
lease. 

7. We hereby heartily thank the Simen heirs for paying the 
balance of the Simen legacy several years in advance of maturity, 
thereby materially benefiting our Synod. (O. R., p. 106.) 
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8. In answer to the petition of Herman, Chester, J, Frank 


and Milton Smith of Canal Winchester, O., and dated August 9, 


1920, that a sum of motiey amounting to $355.00 more or less be 
voted to Job’s Cemetery, be it resolved, since this money legally 
belongs to Joint Synod, we cannot grant their request, and urge 
that it be paid to our General Treasurer, George L. Conrad. 
Columbus, O. 

9. Resolved, That the Board of Management of the Canada 
District of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and 
Other States present biennially a complete report of all its hold- 
ings in Canada to Joint Synod. 

10. a. We commend the Eastern District and those con- 
gregations that have contributed liberally toward the liquidation 
of the Institution Treasury debt. 


b. We earnestly urge all Districts that have not redeemed 
their pledges to do so as soon as possible. 


11. We are pleased to note that many of our congregations 
have contributed liberally-to the World Service Campaign, and 
we urge others to do likewrse. : 


12. Resolved, That we thankfully appreciate the offer of the 
Women’s Missionary Conference to collect funds for a girls’ 
dormitory at Capital University. However, the cost of such a 
building has already been included in the budget of the Million 
Dollar Campaign for our institutions. Synod therefore expresses 
its conviction that the women of Synod will also in this cam- 
paign prove their willingness to help in the extension of the 
kingdom of God. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE PRECEDING REPORT. 


Items 1 to 12 were adopted in the form as given, with the | 


exception of Item 3, the execution of which was left to the discre- 
tion of the General Treasurer. 

Respecting the classification of Professors, Instructors, etc.. 
the following explanation was tacitly accepted. 

An Instructor is a teacher who is employed by the president 
of the school and approved by the board. His incumbency is 


not permanent but terminates with the expiration of the contract 
entered into. 
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An Assistant Professor is the incumbent of a chair created by 


‘synod. He is called to the position and his tenure is permanent 


conditioned only upon his rendering continued service satisfactory 
to the board. His position is that of an assistant to a professor 
who, by length and efficiency, of service, has the rank of a full 
professor. 

A Full Professor isa regularly called teacher, who, by length 
of service and efficiency, is entitled to the highest ranking. 

It is the duty of the respective boards to determine the class 
to which the present teachers in our various institutions properly 
belong. The rank to which future teachers are to be assigned 


can readily be determined by the work to adie done by them or the 
position to be filled. 


IV. CAMPAIGN TO RAISE A MILLION DOLLARS FOR OUR 
INSTITUTIONS. 


(Official Reports, p. 107.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 

1. We heartily recommend that the request of the Men’s 
Missionary Conference, held at Wheeling, W. Va., May 18th to 
19th, 1920, for a Million Dollar campaign be granted, with the 
understanding that it be for our educational and eleemosynary 
institutions. 

2. We recommend that money so raised be distributed 
among our institutions according to the following budget :

*Resolved, That the first money realized from the campaign shall 
be used for this purpose, and that the Board be authorized to begin the 
erection of this building at once and in the meantime to borrow what- 
ever money is needed in construction. 
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3. a. Synod herewith explicitly states that no building or 
improvement shall be undertaken until the full amount of money 
needed to cover such expense is om hand, except in the case of 
the Boarding Hall at St. Paul, Minn., and the two professor’s 
dwellings at Woodville, O. 

b. The Board of Administration must decide the order; 
time and amount in which payments ae by the various 

- Boards shall be made out of the fund. 


mended by the Men’s Missionary Conference, consisting of Mr. 
Otto Schenck, Mr. Walter Demler, Mr. Robert Pfeiffer, Rev. 
R. E. Golladay and Rev. O. C. Mees and another member, ap- 
pointed by this committee, from the Northwest, be the Central 
Committee in charge of the Campaign. 

5. We approve the plan submitted by the committee of the 
Men’s Missionary Conference and authorize them to conduct the 
Campaign and carry it to a successful conclusion. We hope and 
pray that God will richly bless this effort with success. 


6. Finally, Synod herewith pledges its hearty cooperation 
in the execution of this Campaign. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING REPORT.

3. Representation in the College at Seguin, Texas. 

We recommend that, if possible, arrangements be made that 
our Synod may be represented 1 in the Faculty and on the Board of 
Seguin College. 

Il. ASSIGNMENT OF CANDIDATES FOR THE MINISTRY. 

Report of the Committee Appointed Two Years Ago. 


Your committee appointed at the last convention of Joint 


- Synod to report a plan for proposing the names of theological 


candidates with a view to having them called, reports the follow- 


plan: 


All District Presidents and Boards, send lists of their vacan- 
cies, which they desire to fill with theological candidates, to the 
Dean of the Seminary concerned by the 15th of February. Then 
the Dean counsels with the Theological Faculty in regard to the 
proposals to be made. After this the desired proposals are for- 
warded by the Dean to the District Presidents and Boards, and 
are then, if approved, presented by them to the congregations 
concerned. The calls to candidates, however, are to be placed 
into the hands of the Dean concerned, who hands such calls to 
the theological candidates at the beginning of the Easter vacation 

This report was read and adopted. 


Ill, CHANGE OF THE CONSTITUTION OF SYNOD. 


The Honorable President had appointed Rev. George Appel, 
Rev. C. W. Pflueger and Mr. J. F. Lindenmeyer to count the 
votes that had been cast and sent in in writing with reference to 


_ the proposed change of the Constitution. This committee reported 


as follows: 
Out of 35 votes cast by parishes 34 favored the changes, one 
did not favor them. 
Out of 37 votes cast by pastors 36 favored, one did not favor. 
The Michigan Conference voted in favor of the changes. 
One parish and pastor voting in favor of changes, made an 
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exception of paragraph IV, 2 d and e and 3, a. Another parish 
and pastor made an exception of III, e. 

Accordingly of the 76 votes cast 70 were in favor of the 
proposed changes. On the basis of this report the chair declared 
the changes as adopted and now in force.

synodical relations, while the First Vice-President: would have 
charge of financial and other matters. He suggested that his 
salary should be $2000.00 per annum, he to furnish his own resi- 
dence, and the remuneration of the Vice-President should be 
$500.00 per annum. Synod resolved by a rising vote to accept 
Dr. Schuette’s offer as to the division of the office and referred 
the matter of readjusting the affairs of the office to the Committee 
of District Presidents. This committee at a later session reported 
as follows: 

a. Resolved, That for the next two years the First Vice- 
President of Joint Synod shall be given full supervision and au- 
thority over all the financial affairs which have heretofore been 
vested in and executed by the President. 

b. Resolved, That the Vice-President shall receive remu- 
neration in the sum of $500.00 and that this arrangement shall 
take effect September 1, 1920.
